First let me thank you for the complimen- 
tary issue of PS. So far it has cost me about 
$100.00! It is probably going to cost me an- 
other two grand or so over the next year. . . 
if Lorene exercises some fiscal restraint on 
the checkbook. 

| ordered 46 back issues, and some were 
1978 vintage. | have to rank PS as atleast a 
tie (w/Handloader) for most informative. | 
need the tremendous amount of data in the 
“Brennan Era” PS. Please consider getting 
arun of the PS articles from Jan 80 - Dec 87 
put out in book form a la Gun Digest. They 
would allow newcomers nationwide to learn 
enough to make intelligent decisions on 
equipment purchases. | now feel as if | 
“know” most of the real active “doers” in 
benchrest from reading PS. | feel you owe 
shooters, sharing the knowledge you have 
(& have access to) about accurate shooting. 
Do a book like Warren Page, and callit “The 
1/8 MOA Rifle, How to Build It, and Feed It”. 
Just do it! 

You have put questions to the gunsmiths 
and shooters, here’s one I'd like to see. 

1. Let us assume a new shooter comes 
into your shop and wants to get into 
benchrest shooting. He has a slim budget, 
and cannot decide where to start. He has 
been shooting prairie dogs and rockchucks 
(ok, groundhogs to you easterners) and his 
700V .243 shoots about 1/2 M.O.A. 

He cannot decide on shooting a Hunter 
class, and upgrading his 700; or going for a 
used LV gun. 

He has heard/seen that good HC rifles will 
shoot 1/4 M.O.A. IF the shooter does his 
part. 

Question: Can our “newbie” have his 700 
tuned up, a glass HC stock fitted, 2 oz. trig- 
ger, etc. AND a BR LV barrel fitted to com- 
pete in LV class? 

Example: HC barrel in .30x1.75 or 7mm, 
.25 cal, 6mm. LV barrel in 6mm BR. Scope 
probably a 6-24X B&L target with 1/8” 
clicks. 

| know he probably can’t win, but can this 
LV combo make DECENT scores? Decent 
enough to keep him going a season or pos- 
sible two, until he can swing another grand 
to twelve hundred dollars for a used custom 
LV/HV, new barrel, and 36X scope and dies 
& brass. 

I'd especially enjoy an opinion from “the 
Great Gunsmith, Harold Broughton, Jarrett, 
and John Ambler. I’m on a budget myself, 
and have a 700 in .257 Roberts with a 6-24X 
B&L. | can spend about $1000.00, total. 

Dave, the magazine is great. | have 
learned as much from reading my 46 back 
issues, as all other news sources combined 
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since | started 25 years ago with a .25 Krag. 
Lao Tsu says in the Tao that the admission 
of ignorance is the beginning of wisdom. 
Your editorials are well thought out, and 
pertinent. | NEED the “Brennan Era” back 
issues, even a loan of a set to photocopy.

Kayser is agnoizing over just how he will 
best spend that $1,000 dollars. In a way he 
is hampered by the ownership of the Rem- 
ington 700. . . because he finds himself try- 
ing to work that into his plans . . . instead of 
being able to start “with a clean piece of 
paper”. 

He muses over the question of a hunter 
class gun . . . possible to be a switch barrel 
with a light varmint barrel. 

It is an interesting little exercise . .. many 
of us are called upon to give advice along 
these same lines frequently to new shoot- 
ers. 

Would you fvor us with your advices, 
please.

Mr. Kayser has a problem ... if he ex- 
pects to switch barrels from hunter to light 
varmint class guns. 

First, there is the cost . . . of two barrels 
. .. at $295 each, installed. 

Then there is the problem of the hunter 
class limited stock width to 2% inches in the 
forearm area... which means you're giving 
away a certain advantage to the varmint 
class (pure) rifle ... where they allow a 3 
inch wide forearm. 

Also, every time that he changes barrels 
the action has to come out of the stock, to 
say nothing of the recoil lug which will re- 
quire a lug locator (cost $24.95), plus an ac- 
tion wrench ($35.00), and a barrel vise 
($41.00). 

Removing the action from the stock to 
switch barrels is a different kettle of fish than 
the practice of switching scopes from one 
rifle to another. As a regular practice ... 
well, | wish | could spend the rest of my 
shooting competition days going up against 
fellows who were pulling their actions out for 
barrel changes on a regular basis. | like that 
idea .. . for my competitors. 

He will be far ahead of the game if he will 
make up his mind which class he wants to 
shoot in... and stay with just that one... 
until he gets his feet wet. 

| have enclosed a price list from our (hum- 
ble) shop, with some suggestions checked 
for either a hunter class or a varmint class 
rifle.

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He can use his Remington trigger, and 
save $85.00, and if he chooses a cartridge 
other than the PPC, he will save another 
$70.00 (bolt conversion, with Sako extrac- 
tor, for the PPC). 

| shot hunter class for years with a factory 
Remington trigger, and to this day I’m not a 
hundred percent convinced that | was all 
that handicapped. Indeed, as | look back on 
things, the ony 250 scores that | ever fired in 
hunter class . . . were fired with factory trig- 
gers. 

As for the 6x24 B&L scope, that’s what | 
happen to have on my own hunter rifle at the 
moment. It seems okay, but | wouldn't 
choose it for the varmint class of benchrest 
shooting. 

If he elected to go the varmint class route, 
he could (according to my figures) even 
sleeve that Remington 700, and come in 
under a thousand dollars. 

| did not include the cost of dies in my cal- 
culations, as they come in many configura- 
tions and styles, and at many different price 
ranges. 

| do not know Mr. Kayser . . . but if he is 
one who is reasonably handy with his hands 
. .. he could do some of the stock work him- 
self. That’s the place where the new shoot- 
er should direct his attention. On the other 
hand, if you’re completely at sea when it 
comes to anything done with your hands 
(heaven help me, | willnot mention the editor 
as an example ...1 won't... 1 won't) then 
admit it (if only to yourself) and have the 
work done by someone who is skilled in the 
gunsmithing and stockmaking areas. 

If Mr. Kayser were to elect to go the var- 
mint class route, looking at my price listing, | 
come up with charges of: 

—New Hart barrel, 6PPC, installed $295 


—McMillan fiberglass stock 125 
—Shilen 2 oz. trigger 85 
—True Remington action 65 
—Remington bolt conversion, 

Sako extractor, 6PPC 70 
—Inlet, bisonite, glue in action 180 
—Make weight, final adjustments, 

test fire (one round) 35 
—Scope rings (Bushnell, Weaver 

type), Weaver bases 25 
—Seating and neck guage 

for barrel 15 

Total $895 


This is a real meat-and-potatoes ap- 
proach. We do not have the stock painted at 
this stage of things, and in addition we have 
a basic Remington 700 action, unsleeved. 
My current pricing for a Davidson sleeve, in- 
stalled, is $150.

Before answering the question at hand I'd 
like to suggest some thought on your part 
as to geographical location and your willing- 
ness to travel to matches. A quick perusal of 
the 1988 NBRSA schedule shows Hunter 
Class matches in CO, WY (2 places), SD, 
OR, MT, No. CA, and NV that you can 
make. Specific LV matches were only listed 
for SD, No. CA and NV last year. Obviously 
any choice of direction on your part should 
be guided by this information. 

The Remington 700 can be reworked into 
avery acceptable Hunter Class competitive 
rifle. It will not hack a seriously competitive 
rifle for the varmint type competition today 
in these areas. Rather than try to compro- 
mise on a two purpose rifle | would strongly 
suggest the Hunter Class as your best 
choice. The level of competition is a bit less 
sophisticated (though gaining rapidly) and 
the class makes an excellent starting place 
in your budget range. Better to have a highly 
competitive Hunter Class rifle for $1,000 or 
less than to have a makeshift Varmint Class 
rifle for the same investment. 

A 700 should be re-barreled with a com- 
petitive quality stainless steel match barrel 
from one of the better makers and installed 
by a knowledgeable Hunter Class gun- 
smith. The latter is MOST important for 
weight and barrel taper specs. prevail that 
must be adhered to. There are many excel- 
lent workmen with several well known Hunt- 
er Class men in the Colorado area close 
by. 

The action would be totally reworked, 
trueing the action face, bolt face and locking 
lugs. The finished product would require a 
pillar bedded fiberglass stock designed spe- 
cifically for Hunter Class. Again there are 
stock specs. to be carefully met. A top quali- 
ty adjustable trigger would be necessary to 
complete the rig. All this assumes quality 
hand dies, well made front rest and stock 
conforming sandbags as well. 

The final touch would the scope used. It 
seems the B&L 6-24 should meet the exist- 
ing rules and would be an excellent begin- 
ning point. Any savings below estimate can 
best be put into carefully chosen tooling and 
or practice bullets. Such a rifle should easily 
do under 1/4” and the trick is for the com- 
petitor to get consistent at a 1/4” ability 
level. 

A final thought: In the Hunter game prob- 
ably 90 to 95% of all competitive rifles are 
based on the Rem. 700 action. | would esti- 
mate that nearly 90% of Varmint Class com- 
petitive rifles are NOT Remington!

Dear Dave, 

| guess we were all in Rich Kaysers’ 
shoes at some point in time. Twenty years 
ago the answers to some of the questions 
would have been somewhat different. Ten 
years ago a still different approach might 
have been taken with some success. 
Today, | think the decision has to be made, 
by Rich, what does he want to do most, 
shoot Hunter class for score or Varmint 
class for group. | do not believe he can do 
both, with any degree of success, with the 
same rifle. That’s not to say he couldn't 
shoot his Hunter class rifle in the Varmint 
class, it just means he has to know going in 
that he will have to accept less than accept- 
able results against superior equipment! 
(Not my idea of having fun!) 

If he chooses to go the Hunter class 
route, he has a good basic start, the 700 Ac- 
tion. Keep in mind, that’s all he has, an ac- 
tion. This can be trued, a barrel fitted, fiber- 
glass stock installed, 2 oz. trigger 
purchased, and miscellaneous bedding, 
trigger guard, etc. installed. He will still have 
to purchase a quality 6X scope. 

If he lives close to a club that holds Hunter 
matches, he might be able to shoot 4-5 
matches a year. 

Before | go any further, consider the fol- 
lowing: Whatever Rich chooses, the cost of 
the list of needed hardware is the SAME: 

Fiberglass stock: Different width - same 

price. 

Painted or plain: same price. 

Quality barrel: different taper - same 

price. 

Chambered & crowned: same price. 

2 oz. trigger: same trigger - same price. 

Bed or glue in: same price. 

36X scope or 6X scope (+ $75.00 for 

new 36X) (used about the same). 


Now for my advice. If | were Rich or if he 
were a customer of mine, | would recom- 
mend the following: 

Sell the Remington 700, he should get 


$250.00 to $350.00, depending on the 
shape and if any brass, dies, etc. went with 
it. (Let’s say about $300.00). Sell the B&L 
6-24V. | don’t know what that would bring, 
but for the sake of this, let’s say $100.00. 
With his original $1000.00 plus the approxi- 
mate $400.00 he gets for the rifle and 
scope, he is in a position to purchase a very 
competitive rifle in the following manner. He 
should be able to pick up a used Sporter 
(10% Ib.) rifle for between $600 - $900, de- 
pending on the action and the condition. If it 
were me, | would consider the barrel “shot 
out”, but shoot it anyway for a while to get 
the feel of the rifle. (It could be competitive, 
but probably not). Normally, a sizer, seater, 
and some brass will come with a used rifle, 
so this shouldn’t cost anything except some 
bullets and primers. 

At this point, Rich still has $500 - $800 
that has not been spent. Part of the plan will 
be to spend $300 of that money to purchase 
anew barrel and have it chambered. A good 
used scope can be purchased for about 
$200. | would suggest a B&L 36, Leupold 
36, or an older Siebert conversion. He could 
still have up to $300 to repaint, but that is 
not necessary, and that money could be 
better spent on a good front rest and a few 
(3-5) good wind flags. It’s not too expensive 
to build your own on a limited budget. 

With what | have just outlined, Rich can 
be as competitive as his skill will allow, as his 
equipment should be capable of winning 
any match he goes to. 

The same local club that might hold 4-5 
Hunter class matches will probably hold 4-5 
each of Sporter, L.V., and H.V., so Rich can 
now shoot in 12-15 matches a year. (He 
could in St. Louis anyway). 

If he wants to travel to the larger shoots, 
(Super Shoot, Nationals, etc.) he will have 
the equipment. 

| would be interested to know, after all the 
advice is given, what Rich decided to do.

Rick, 

| expect that the majority of “die hard” tar- 
get shooters, at one time or other, have as- 
sembled rifles on a tight budget. 

My suggestion would be to evaluate 
which class, hunter or varmint, offers you 
the greatest number of matches, which you 
can attend and then build toward that 
class. 

If it amounts to alittle of both my next sug- 
gestion is to lean towards hunter class, 
knowing that you already have a suitable 
action. 

Have the rifle assembled as a “full blown” 
hunter class rather than trying to compro- 
mise, add a 6mm barrel which is large 
enough to be refit to another action at a later 
date. 

If you really get involved in BR shooting 
sooner or later you will find that you can not 
live without a custom action. Maybe that 
6mm barrel can be installed on that new ac- 
tion. 

If at all possible swap off that 6-24X 
scope. It weighs too much and will just limit 
the amount of barrel you can use. Using that 
scope on a hunter class rifle is not a good 
idea. 

Shop around for your barrel work and do 
not pay more than $325.00 for a Hart, 
Schneider, Shilen or Lilja barrel installed. 
Paying more does not necessarily mean 
you're getting something magic. 

Install a Shilen 2 ounce trigger. Approxi- 
mately $87.00. 

A quality fiberglass stock with your bar- 
reled action properly bedded with a pad in- 
stalled should not run more than $250.00 
without paint. If it does call me. 

So roughly $665.00 will convert your 
Remington 700 into a competitive hunter 
rifle. A second barrel will almost eat up the 
rest of your “grand”. 

Do not forget to figure in the cost of 
dies. 

My final suggestion is to go with a stan- 
dard 308 for the hunter class. The wildcats 
will cost you extra when it comes to pur- 
chasing forming and loading dies. Some- 
times more than their worth. It is obvious 
that some of the smaller 30 caliber wildcats 
work well but if you can not be competitive 
with the standard 308, a cartridge change 
will not improve your abilities.

The scenario that Mr. Kayser has pre- 
sented is not as full of problems as most of 
the benchrest clan may believe. Getting 
started in benchrest does not have to be 
super expensive. And he is not as hampered 
with a Remington 700 action as many may 
think. The smallest aggregates that | have 
ever fired in my shooting career have been 
courtesy of a sleeved 722 Remington action 
(.1580 range measured, at 100 yards; and 
.2081 at 200 yards). To this day, when | 
want to get serious about the 102 pound 
class, that gun comes out of the vault. 

Well, let’s get on with the task of getting 
Mr. Kayser set up for his entry into 
benchrest shooting. John Gammuto’s arti- 
cle in the December issue did an excellent 
job of outlining the expenses for the basic 
rifle and the associated equipment. Let’s 
work with the premise that the $1,000 that 
Mr. Kayser has to spend can be spent on 
the gun itself. He already has a scope, and 
he has a Remington 700 Varminter in .243 
Winchester chambering. He says that he is 
interested in having a light varmint/hunter 
switch barrel. There are at least two basic, 
viable options available to him. The .243 
Winchester in a Remington 700 Varminter 
configuration has more accuracy potential 
than | previously believed, and it offers the 
basis of the hunter class rifle for the “budget 
plan”. 

The first option is to restock the 700 
Varminter with a fiberglass hunter stock, 
with pillar bedding. The .243 Winchester 
barrel would be used for the hunter class, 
and a new 6BR barrel would be installed for 
the light varmint class. 

Now ... before everyone starts heading 
for the exits, in the belief that Jim Borden 
has apparently lost his mind, and may be- 
come violent at any moment now, I'd like to 
tell you briefly about a recent experience of

mine. A friend, Tony Benkoski, had a similar 
gun, namely a Remington 700 in .243 Win- 
chester chambering. He was routinely 
shooting half inch groups at 100 yards with 
that gun, and wanted better results yet 
(Tony is an ex-benchrest competitor). He 
brought me the rifle to restock in a McMillan 
heavy varmint fiberglass stock, with a next 
planned step then being the installation of a 
Hart 6PPC barrel. After | completed the re- 
stocking Tony took the rifle, still with the 
original Remington .243 barrel, out to test 
the bedding. He took a box of Brian 
Rubright’s 65 grain flat base bullets along, 
and off he went. A few hours later Tony was 
back at my shop ... without the rifle, but 
with a huge smile and a pile of targets. The 
five shot groups, all at 100 yards, ranged 
from the mid ones to the low threes. For very 
obvious reasons Tony has decided that 
maybe, just maybe, the gun does not need 
rebarreling right now. Indeed the way that 
gun is shooting . . . Tony is going to give ita 
try at the local winter league shortly. 

That experience has convinced me to 
build my new hunter class rifle around the 
.243 Winchester case. You will probably tell 
me that “no one is winning with that caliber”. 
| can only respond that this is probably due 
to the fact that no one is shooting that cali- 
ber. 

So, let’s present Mr. Kayser with two op- 
tional plans for his switch barrel rifle. By the 
way, for the new shooter who is on a limited 
budget, | recommend stocking jobs with col- 
ored fiberglass ... no paint, no frills. The 
rifle may not be the prettiest sight in the 
world, but the money is best put towards 
making the equipment shoot. Besides, once 
the gun is built ... a paint job would be a 
good suggestion for a Christmas or a birth- 
day gift sometime in the future.

Kayser. My opinion is that we may be losing 
some possible new shooters by continually 
harping on a theory that one has to have a 
custom action to be competitive. | am not a 
member of this camp. . .custom actions are 
great, sure, but | believe that if someone has 
a Remington 700, 722, 40X ... they have a 
base around which they can most certainly 
build a winning rifle.

Here are my thoughts on the inquiry of Mr. 
Kayser about an economy entrance to com- 
petitive shooting. | do think that a few pre- 
liminaries should be discussed first. 

First, we should realize that whatever we 
do spend on a rifle is just the tip of the ice- 
berg in reference to the expenses of com- 
petitive shooting. Yes, there was a time, in 
bygone days, when one could get going in 
benchrest shooting for a thousand dollars. 
Many of us who are active in the sport today 
entered the ranks in this era. But those 
days, and that era, are things of the past. 

Snce Mr. Kayser is a newcomer it would 
be my recommendation that he start out in 
just one type of competition . . . rather than 
to use his time, efforts, and his one thou- 
sand dollars to compete in both the varmint 
classes and the hunter class. Since the 
hunter class was developed with the 
avowed purpose of bringing new shooters 
into the sport, | think that this would be a 
very good route for him to choose. With the 
Remington 700 action that he already has, 
and the budget number he has, he will be 
better off putting all his eggs in one basket, 
and build up a competitive hunter class gun. 
Conversely if he tries to add a light varmint 
class barrel, then both efforts will suffer. | 
certainly think that a competitive hunter 
class rifle can be put together within the 
boundaries of his budget. 

As far as putting the rifle together goes 
the first step would be to PROPERLY tune 
up his 700 receiver. | would probably try to 
find a good, used 2 ounce trigger, in the in- 
terests of saving a few dollars. | would pur- 
chase a hunter taper match quality barrel. | 
would use a McMillan stock for the hunter 
class in a desert camo (to avoid the cost of 
painting). The scope mounting setup would 
consist of Weaver bases, bedded and 
glued, with a pair of light weight Bushnell 
rings that | would hand lap. 

Now to get to the sticky part . . . caliber 
selection. | have developed a cartridge that 
we call the .308 Bluebird. This cartridge 
came about as a culmination of ideas be- 
tween myself and Mr. Eldridge Hine of Coral 
Gables, Florida. Mr. Hine originally wanted 
to use a .250 Savage case, but | strongly felt 
that the .308 BR brass would be better, and 
that’s the way we went. It has a body taper 
of 1.400 overall, case length of 1.865, neck 
length of .377, and a .334 neck. Mr. Hine 
has sent me targets with quarter minute 


groups from this rifle . . . shot from a wood-- 


en bench, with no wind flags. Since I’m sure 
that the Precision Shooting readers would 
be interested in another wildcat, I'll try to get 
Mr. Hine to write up a review of the car- 
tridge, loads, etc. The reason that | men- 
tioned this cartridge is that it seems accu- 
rate enough, even in a hunter class gun, for 
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a shooter to bring to a varmint class match 
...andnot be totally outclassed. . . without 
the expense of extra barrels, etc. Maybe he 
can’t shoot mid teens aggs, but where | 
come from, nobody laughs at shooters who 
are firing quarter minute of angle aggre- 
gates. 

The Bluebird shooter will have to buy a 
set of dies, as well as a set of forming dies. 
Still, no matter what cartridge you select, 
you're going to need a set of dies, so really 
your only extra expense is the forming dies. 
Redding is now making dies for the Blue- 
bird. It doesn’t batter you to death in a long 
match. | would have to recommend the light- 
er (110-125 grain) bullets of either Ed Wat- 
son or Speedy Gonzalez in .308 caliber; 
they’re both as good as money can buy6. 

After all of this, if | had any money left over 
it would definitely go for a good Lyman or 
Leupold scope with fine cross hairs and a 
dot. Maybe a little horse trading could be 
done with Mr. Kayser’s 6x24 B&L scope. In 
any event the thousand dollars is about 
gone. This of course depends on who does 
the work, and their prices. If Mr. Kayser 
wanted to stick with a factory chambering 
the only logical choice would be a tight 
chamber .308. 

In closing . . . you don’t win rifle matches 
with inferior equipment. Sometimes going 
the route that | described here is better than 
buying someone else’s headache. There is 
no doubt in my mind that a big hunter class 
match is fully just as tough, and just as com- 
petitive as a varmint class match. Good 
luck, Mr. Kayser, and give ’em hell! 


HAROLD BROUGHTON 


In regard to the letter from Rick Kayser of 
Nampa, Idaho and his questions as to how 
best to spend his limited dollars getting 
started shooting competitively . . . here are 
my thoughts. 

| think that his 700 Remington would 
make up into an excellent hunter class rifle if 
it were squared up and put in a glass hunter 
class stock with a good 2 ounce trigger, and 
the variable scope that he suggests. 

| also think that his choice of the 6BR 
Remington is an excellent one for the var- 
mint classes, and should certainly shoot 
very well in a switch barrel varmint rig. | feel 
that he should be able to compete very well 
while getting started, and gaining experi- 
ence by just being there in the varmint class- 
es. A new shooter should realize that suc- 
cess in benchrest shooting comes over a 
period of time, and there is no substitute for 
experience. 

My final and most important suggestion 
here would be that Mr. Kayser get into the 
game and get his feet wet with his switch 
barrel gun. Over a period of time he will 
come to prefer one type of shooting more 
than the other (hunter or varmint) and he can 
then begin to direct his main attentions 
there. He can have a lot of fun in the mean- 
time, and gain a base of experience ... 
which is something that money can’t buy.

| believe that if Rick came into my shop, 
and told me (verbally) the data in his letter 
and asked my advice | would steer him to- 
ward a hunter class rifle built on his 700 ac- 
tion, or a used light varmint class rifle cost- 
ing somewhere in the $650-$800 range. For 
him to build a state of the art varmint class 
rifle from scratch he would need to invest 
more than his $1,000 budget would allow. 
Further | would not advise building a group 
shooting rifle on a 700 repeating action, al- 
though we all know that it can be done, and 
indeed has been done very successfully. 

The 700 repeating action Rick already 
owns would make an excellent choice for 
building a hunter class benchrest rifle. By in- 
vesting $50 to $100 in accurizing work he 
would have the heart of the rifle well taken 
care of without sacrificing anything in quali- 
ty. Next | would recommend a stainless 
steel match grade barrel by any one of the 8 
or 10 competent makers of benchrest grade 
barrels. The barrel, chambered and fitted 
will cost in the $300 area. Top accuracy 
from this rig is going to require a custom trig- 
ger (current IBS — but not NBRSA — rules 
require an operative safety as well) . .. and 
let’s mentally assign $100 here. 

For a stock | believe that the recommen- 
dation of fiberglass would be the only sensi- 
ble one. This, coupled with proper pillar bed- 
ding, and rather plain-Jane stock finishing 
should run Rick around $350. 

Since a scope for this rig is already owned 
by Rick, his investment is about $800-$850 
at this point. To finish off the last of that 
thousand dollar bill l would suggest adding a 
set of Wilson size and seating dies, at acost 
of $75.00. The only other “must haves” 
would be a benchrest quality powder mea- 
sure at about $175, and a priming tool for 
about $20. This exceeds the arbitrary one 


thousand budget by $70 or so, but | believe 
that Rick would then have a very competi- 
tive rig for hunter class shooting. 

I’m making the assumption that Rick 
does have the various miscellaneous items 
of additional loading equipment on hand, as 
well as suitable cleaning equipment. 

As | mentioned earlier in this note, Rick 
could purchase a very competitive used 
light varmint class rifle, and the same load- 
ing equipment cited above, and still be with- 
in his budget. Having sold hundreds of used 
benchrest rifles over the years, | firmly be- 
lieve that most benchresters sell their pres- 
ent rifles . . . to build new rifles. This is not to 
say that anything is wrong with the old 
equipment. On the contrary, they probably 
just decided, as ye olde editor has at times, 
that a new rifle was precisely what was 
needed to give them an edge on the compe- 
tition. 

One last shot (excuse the pun) but | don’t 
think it wise for Rick to consider a two class 
rifle, with a hunter class gun doubling as a 
light varmint. The main reason for my having 
this opinion is that the 30-30 case capacity 
requirement and repeating action require- 
ment of the hunter class will (assuming that 
he was essentially going to fire the hunter 
gun in the light varmint class) simply not cut 
the mustard when competing against single 
shot actions in PPC chambering. Further- 
more, even with that variable scope 
cranked all the way up to 24X, he is giving 
away alot to the shooters with the standard 
36X power scopes, or 40X conversions, 
that he will be competing against. 

| hope that this is of some help, and 
makes some sense, to the Ricks out there 
who are considering a start in benchrest, 
and who are mentally wrestling with the 
question 97... what class . . . what action, 
or barrei ... and a dozen other questions.

Dear Dave, 

I’m tired of reading articles in our maga- 
zine or hearing people at matches say it 
costs $x,xxx to get started in benchrest 
shooting. In a recent article in Precision 
Shooting the IBS candidates gave their 
views and goals for the upcoming year. The 
consensus of all the candidates is to reach 
out to interested hunters and shooters that 
have not been exposed to our sport. Whena 
new shooter asks, “How much is it going to 
cost me to begin shooting?” we should not 
tell him a dollar figure or refer him to an arti- 
cle such as “Benchrest: A Cost Estimate”, 
Precision Shooting, December 1988, but 
ask him about the equipment he is now 
using. This is the perfect opportunity for the 
experienced shooter to introduce benchrest 
to this already rifle enthusiast. 

In the case of Rick Kayser of Nampa, 
Idaho, our suggestion would be to take his 
.243 and concentrate on Hunter Class. But, 
since Mr. Kayser has indicated an interest in 
amulti-class rifle, we suggest the following: 

Since his 700 V .243 is presently capable 
of a .500 aggregate, we would true the ac- 
tion, install a 2 oz. trigger, fit a fiberglass 
stock, and use the existing barrel. This 
should make this rifle capable of a .350 to 
.400 aggregate. The IBS/NBRSA 10 ring 
measures .500 across. Therefore, theoreti- 
cally a .740 aggregate is a potential 250 
with a .243 bore size. Thus he has a com- 
petitive Hunter Class rifle. 

APPROXIMATE COST: $330.00 

Now that we have a reworked action, 2 
oz. trigger, and a fiberglass stock, Mr. 
Kayser can now purchase a 6MM BR Light 
Varmint barrel (chambered and fitted) and a 
hand sizing and seating die. 

APPROXIMATE COST: $370.00 

As this will be a multi-class rifle, Mr. 
Kayser will need an action wrench and bar- 
rel vise to change barrels. 

APPROXIMATE COST: $100.00 

This is well within his $1000 budget and 
also gives him equipment that is competitive 
in either Hunter Class or Light Varmint 
Class.

Now, in 1989 there is anew Hoppe’s No. 

This is an entirely 
new formula, designed to remove copper 
fouling. 

Hoppe’s was kind enough to send me a 
sample of their new product for testing. 
After quite a bit of work with Bench Rest 9, | 
can say, in complete truth, that it does re- 
move copper fouling. 

| suggest, as a result of my testing, a spe- 
cial cleaning procedure be used with Bench 
Rest 9, which | would spell out as follows: 

#1.) Run a patch soaked with regular 
Hoppe’s No. 9 through the bore. 

#2.) Make several passes with a bronze 
brush, also soaked with regular Hoppe’s 
No. 9. 

#3.) Two or three dry patches passed 
through the bore, until the bore is dry. 

#4.) Now a loose patch or two saturated 
with Hoppe’s Bench Rest 9, and let this

#5.) Now, patch out the bore until itis dry. 
You will probably see the first patch come 
out quite blue in color. fine, that indicates 
that it is doing its job, and removing copper 
fouling. Again, | caution you, do not brush 
with Bench Rest 9 ... it will also remove 
copper-bronze from your cleaning brush. 


If you are breaking in a new rifle barrel | 
suggest that this method be used in a shoot- 
and-clean system for 10 to 15 shots, or until 
you find the first patch coming out clean, 
with no signs of blue. | have found (as | have 
written previously) that the shoot-and-clean 
break-in method will reduce future tendency 
of the barrel to copper foul. 

At this point in time Bench Rest 9 is not 
the only great product from Hoppe’s Divi- 
sion of Penguin Industries. They also have a 
little gem of a product, Hoppe’s Powdered 
Teflon... a dry lubricant for firearms, fish- 
ing reels, sewing machines, locks, zippers 
and countless other possible applications. 
For reloaders the best use is found in the lu- 
brication of the inside of case necks. It com- 
pletely eliminates the squeaking expander 
ball (unless of course you like squeaking ex- 
pander balls). It works as slick as a top flight 
grease, and you are not left with a wet case 
neck inside for the powder to adhere to, and

there is no need to wash the cases later, 
prior to loading. We do note the makers 
warning that it should not be used while 
smoking (Editor: in that case the name of 
one IBS shooter comes to mind who we're 
not going to let get anywhere near the prod- 
uct, no matter how good it may be). 

| also received a deluxe Presentation 
cleaning kit. It comes in a handsome hinged 
wooden box containing cleaning instruc- 
tions “Hoppe’s Guide to Gun Care’, Sili- 
cone gun and reel cloth, a two ounce bottle 
of Hoppe’s No. 9 (regular), a 22 ounce plas- 
tic bottle of lubricating oil, a box of patch 
cloth (which can be cut into whatever shape 
and size your little heart desires), and a box 
of rod end accessories for rifle and shotgun. 
Last, but not least (and probably should 
have been first here), a beautiful brass 
cleaning rod with ball-bearing handle. A fel- 
low receiving one of these kits would just 
have to drop whatever it was that he was 
doing at the time . . . watching TV, drinking 
beer, girl petting . . . and go off to clean his 
rifle with this new kit. (Editor: the last sen- 
tence of our columnist is not necessarily the 
opinion of PS management). At any rate... 
one’s rifle should always be clean (Editor: 
my very opinion, to be sure. Does this mean 
that | can continue with my beer drinking 
and girl petting?). 

Other items available currently from 
Hoppe’s include a nice pair of ear muffs, and 
a 3 piece steel cleaning rod (useful in the 
game fields in places where a one piece rod 
is simply not a practical item. 

The fine products available from Hoppe’s 
are worthwhile additions to the inventory of 
items that we can turn to in our constant 
quest for clean rifle barrels. It may be the fin- 
est barrel around, the chambering and fit- 
ting may be works of art. . . but if that barrel 
is copper fouled ... it ain’t gonna shoot, 
friend!

THE LURE OF THE UNLIMITED CLASS 


As you might imagine, there is a big differ- 
ence between shooting varmint class rifles 
and “unlimited” rigs. If you have not had the 
pleasure of sitting behind one of these “artil- 
lery pieces” and squeezing ten off, you have 
severely handicapped your shooting experi- 
ence. Handicapped, because the success- 
ful operation and result of shooting one of 
these machines is fundamental to the accu- 
racy game. 

There is no question in my mind that in 
order to be a successful unlimited class 
shooter you must possess keen instincts, a 
quick, deliberate and repetitive style, and 
also have nerves of steel. If your mental and 
mechanical processes don’t fail you and 
your equipment is in top working order you 
have a CHANCE to win. If all of the above is 
true and you also happen to be the best con- 
dition doper on the range you will certainly 
win. Unlimited class matches are won by the 
purest shooter on the range that day, in 
spite of what you will hear from some quar- 
ters. 

There will always be those diehard “rat 
gun” shooters that will never accept or un- 
derstand the attraction to these iron mon- 
sters. | believe Cline Deere was the first to 
apply the phrase “rat gunners’ to varmint 
class shooters. As many of you know, Cline 
was devoted to the refinement and shooting 
of these unique guns; consequently, the 
Cline Deere Memorial Trophy is one of the 
most sought after prizes in the benchrest 
game today. 

The lure and attraction associated with 
these guns is something that is very difficult 
to articulate to others. Many of us do not de- 
fend them properly when confronted by the 
individual that loudly proclaims, “That’s no 
rifle . .. an idiot could shoot one of those.” 
Believe me, this is the furthest thing from the 
truth. 

| asked two world class unlimited shoot- 
ers, Jerry Masker and Larry Scharnhorst to 
contribute to the subject by sharing some of 
their insights and experiences with you on 
the subject. Listen up “rat gunners”, there’s 
more to this game than you think.

JERRY MASKER 


The reason | got into the sport of 
benchrestin the first place was that | was in- 
trigued with the equipment and with the ac- 
curacy game. My whole life has revolved 
around complex games: electronics, com- 
puters, cameras with neat dials and gadg- 
ets, etc. So you can imagine my reaction 
when, at a match somewhere, | saw a rail 
gun for the first time; | just HAD to have one 
of those! | immediately saw the advantage 
of such a rig; two more variables would be 
eliminated, mirage and the effect of one’s 
hold on the rifle. And they just look neat. 

From the IBS Rule Book, Page 2, Part |, 
Section | A, “Objectives of the International 
Benchrest Shooters,” Paragraph 1, we find 
the following statement: 

1. “The development and encourage- 
ment of uniform competition to ACHIEVE 
EXTREME ACCURACY IN FIREARMS, 
AMMUNITION, EQUIPMENT, AND 
SHOOTING METHODS.” (Editorial empha- 
sis) 

The NBRSA Rule Book contains a very 
similar statement. Doesn’t the pursuit of 
EXTREME ACCURACY imply that we 
should strive to eliminate as many variables 
as possible? The unlimited class achieves 
that objective. Of course, we need more 
than the unlimited class; however, the un- 
limited class provides one more step along 
the road to accomplish the stated objective. 
In my view, the unlimited class was just the 
ULTIMATE pursuit of extreme accuracy. 

With that out of the way, I’ll try to address 
some of the topics you asked about. 


Shooting Techniques and 
Condition Reading 

As |’ve stated in earlier correspondence, | 
always like to try to find a condition where | 
can get as many shots off as fast as possi- 
ble. | try to watch the whole field of flags for a 
condition that looks stable. This is much 
easier to do with a rail gun; you don’t have to 
look through a scope while firing a shot. You 
should not only watch the conditions direct- 
ly in from to of your bench, but for changes 
coming in from the side. My preference is for 
a calm or very slow breeze. 

| prefer a head wind or a tail wind to a 
cross wind. In my experience, the effect of 
the head or tail wind, over level ground, is 
nowhere near the effect of a cross wind. 
Sometimes | will shoot part of a group in a 
head wind, and if pinched for time, shoot the 
rest in a tail wind, without bothering with a 
sighter. | hate the sighter target; in a cross 


wind | must use it if the condition won't 
come back, but it usually lies to me, more 
than the flags do. The key to shooting in a 
head or tail wind may be to find a relatively 
stable one, constant from bench to target; 
otherwise, the wind will have vertical com- 
ponents in it. 

| usually try and get a general impression 
of which condition is the prevailing one. If, at 
the start of the match, the conditions are dif- 
ferent, | try not to take that condition. Some- 
times, | have waited until halftime to start my 
group simply because | didn’t like the condi- 
tions for the first half of the match. | try and 
avoid conditions where the flags are “flutter- 
ing”; this kind of condition usually gives mea 
lot of trouble. 

When conditions are changing and | must 
shoot in a cross wind, | have found that one 
must be very careful with the flags close to 
the benches and look for only gross chang- 
es down field. Try to pay close attention to 
the wind on your body. 

When shooting the rail gun, | prefer not to 
waste time looking through the scope after 
each shot unless the conditions change. 
This has its good points and its bad points. 
On the plus side is the obvious advantage 
that | can get more shots off before a 
change in conditions. On the other hand, if a 
shot goes out, | never know which one it 
was, so | can’t learn anything. If the target 
crew doesn’t put the target in the frame 
properly, the paper can shift; luckily when 
this has happened, | realized it on the warm- 
up, or after the fouling shot, and began 
watching. If the rail isn’t properly seated on 
the bench top, | don’t find out until it’s too 
late. However, if you look through the scope 
and the cross hairs have moved, what do 
you do? It is probably best to fire a sighter. If 
you don’t trust the rail system, you might as 
well throw the whole thing in the nearest 
dumpster; it’s whole purpose is to return the 
gun to the same aiming point every time. If it 
doesn’t do that, you might as well be shoot- 
ing a bag gun. 


Experimentation 

This year has been one of experimenta- 
tion for me. | have been playing with the 6 
SM Wasp; | think it shows a lot of promise, 
but | still have some bugs to work out. In 
practice before matches I’ve shot in, it has 
consistently shot in the one’s and two’s, but 
in the match Mr. Murphy always visits and | 
get blown primers, pick the wrong condi- 
tions, etc., etc. | shot the .308 at Weikert at 
the 200-300 Nationals. | like to experiment; 
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that is why | got into the game in the first 
place. 


Lessons (Re)Learned This Season 

Early in the season, at Reed’s Run, | got 
back to my loading bench and started clean- 
ing case necks. As usual, there were 11 
fired cases in the box (I usually only fire one 
fouler, then go directly to the record target.) 
Then | started thinking about the group. | 
seemed to remember firing the usual fouler, 
then another sighter during the match. Then 
when the target crew brought back the tar- 
gets, sure enough, | could see that there 
were two sighters. When | make the deci- 
sion to fire s sighter, | have already loaded a 
“record” round. Rather than remove the “re- 
cord” round, | just fire it at the sighter and re- 
member to take one from the sighter area of 
the box. Well, this time | forgot. It was the 
first match of the season, and | chalked that 
one up to being a little rusty. 

At the 200-300 yard Nationals at Weikert, 
with the .308, | won the warm-up. When 
time for the first record came up, since the 
first record is fired from the same bench, | 
said to myself. . . “What the heck, I'll put the 
thing back in the same holes and | won't 
have to pound it in so much.” Well, after fir- 
ing my group, | looked through the scope 
and found that the rest changed its seating 
in the bench enough to move the cross hairs 
down 2.5” at 200 yards. That alone gave 
me a 2.5” group; then, the fact that the last 
shot went below the border added another 
4 inch penalty to the group, so | was (sort of) 
out of the running. The moral: POUND THE 
THING INTO THE BENCH! Ironically, this is 
alesson the great Bill Hall, who built my rail, 
taught me back in ’85. Some concrete dust 
had settled in the holes in the bench top and, 
while firing the group, the rest had settled. If 
| had just fired my average from the other 
groups that day, I'd have been second. 

When you bought a Bill Hall rail gun, along 
with it came some directions which included 
a statement to the effect “Make sure you 
tighten the front pedestal. If you don’t, you 
will be very surprised.” Well, again at 
Weikert, shooting the .308, | forgot to tight- 
en the front rest one time. Fortunately after 
the first record group at 200, | was looking 
through the scope for that group, so | kept 
seeing the cross hairs moving. After about 
the third time the cross hairs moved, | 
checked and got that straighten out. 

Finally, at Fairchance, | was reminded of 
the effect of the wind close to the bench and 
of the importance of watching for incoming 
conditions. As | let off the last of a string of 
several shots, | noticed the near flag pick up. 
The last shot went out left. Nice group oth- 
erwise, but you don’t win too many matches 
with a .450” in the string! If | had been 
watching the flags farther to the right |

would have seen the condition change com- 
ing and would have stoped, with about a flat 
.200”. 


What Else? 

| think that having shot the unlimited class 
has helped my shooting in the other classes. 
Not having to worry about hold and mirage 
in the unlimited class, | was able to concen- 
trate on and develop confidence in my flag 
reading. When | shot the other classes, | 
could then use what | learned to more un- 
consciously watch the wind, while concen- 
trating on my hold, bag technique, etc. 
Whether this will ever be proven is unimpor- 
tant; but this year, while | haven’t done very 
well in the unlimited class, my heavy varmint 
shooting was better than | would have ever 
dreamed. | started doing well in HV a couple 
of years ago, when at Reed’s Run, | won the 
HV match. | thought | just got confused 
once and won the wrong class. In the fall of 
’87, | shot my first agg. in the .1’s, in HV, at 
200 yards. Never the mind the fact that 
there were three others ahead of me, | still 
thought it was pretty good. This year, | was 
third in at the IBS Nationals in the grand and 
won a couple of others. Maybe my equip- 
ment is better than it was; in’84, when | got 
the rail, | also got anew HV on a Wichita ac- 
tion that’s a wonder. Later | got Premier 48X 
scopes. But! still think I’ve learned alot from 
shooting the rail gun. And | sure had fun 
doing it! 


Conclusions 
| have hear people say “Why should | in- 
vest in a rail gun for one or two matches a 
year?” Well, this year | have gone to 9 
matches, and 8 of them shot the “big gun”. 
All but one of the matches, (Midland, 
Texas), were within a 5 hour drive from 
home. | live not too far from Ohio, where 
there is a strong interest in the big gun; 
Reed’s Run puts on 3 or 4 matches a year, 
and all of them are unlimited and heavy var- 
mint class. Also, Fairchance usually puts on 
one or two matches including the unlimited 
class and generally has a good turnout. 
Painted Post is only 2.5 hours from home, 
and Dunham’s Bay is only about 6. What 
I’m trying to point out is that you can find 
more than one or two big gun matches a 
year go go to if you want to. 
Anyway, John, thanks for the opportunity 

to contribute.

| just watched from a distance for about 
four years. Finally, a great buy came along 
that | couldn’t pass up. The first match | at- 
tended was great fun, and | really enjoyed 
not having to worry about rifle hold and bag 
positioning. My only worries in the world 
seemed to be between me and the target. 

There is no doubt that shooting an unre- 
stricted class rifle has sharpened my condi- 
tion reading abilities and positively affected 
my load development technique. My var- 
mint rifle shooting performances have 
greatly improved as a result of my interest 
and involvement. 

The cost of anew unlimited class gun can 
be slightly more than a top-of-the-line var- 
mint gun, but there is nothing wrong with 
purchasing a used gun. If you’re not in a 
hurry you can find some real bargains. Al- 
though most rails are made of high-grade 
aluminum, they are quite heavy, and some 
guys just plain get tired of hauling them 
around. This is what is known as a “motivat- 
ed seller.” 

The unlimited class is now a part of the 
National - 4 Gun Championships, both orga- 
nizations, and every third year you can 
shoot them at the Super Shoot.

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LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


Dear Dave, 

| thought that | would drop you a line and 
babble about a few things, and the way that 
| see things. 

| just got back from the match at Fayette, 
Alabama, where Charlie Snipe put on his 
usual well run event. | always look forward 
to a Fayette match; this is just my third time 
there, but every one of them was a pleasure 
to attend. 

| love this sport of group shooting . . . my 
only regret is that | did not start earlier. I’ve 
only been in the sport since 1985, and there 
are not that many active shooters today 
who were in the sport when the NBRSA- 
IBS split occurred back in 1970. Even the 
ones who WERE around back then tell 
widely different background tales as to why 
the split took place. Don’t you think that this 
bit of two different benchrest organizations 
is sort of odd? Surely the sport would be 
better served by just one group. 


(Editor: | don’t like to “waffle”, but the an- 
swer to your question is ... yes ... and 
no. 

Since | WAS in the sport back in 1970... 
and while the old hearing ain’t what it used 
to be .. . thanks to many years of shooting, 
as well as a seven year stint with 106mm re- 
coilless rifles . . .nobody suggested that | go 
get a new memory lately (other than the 
year | forgot my anniversary ... but we 
won't discuss that here). 

Back around 1970 the NBRSA was of- 
fered . . . free, for nothing . . . the John Zink 
owned range in Tulsa, Oklahoma. John 
Zink was a wealthy industrialist who had be- 
come hooked on the sport of benchrest 
shooting, and who had built a range on his 
substantial owned acreage. 

One of the requirements put upon the 
NBRSA, as part of the offer, was the dictate 
that this was to be the “National Range” of 
the NBRSA. Note the absence of an “s” at 
the end of the word “National”. What the 
heck is a “National Range” anyway? Is it a 
range where all national championships 
MUST be held? The NBRSA said “No”. A 
number of eastern shooters . .. who had no 
idea where Tulsa, Oklahoma might be . . . | 
mean, it just sounded “far away” ... said 
that .. . if we don’t have to hold all the na- 
tional championships there . . . then why are 
we agreeing to call it a “National Range”? 
The NBRSA replied something to the effect 
of. . . hey, let’s not look a gift brontosaurus 
inthe mouth. . . the guy wants togiveus. . . 
free ... a beautiful range, all built and paid 
for. He wants us to call it the “National 
Range”. It’s a substantial gift, and as far as 
we’re concerned . . . if he wants us to call it 
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the National Range .. . or the Prince Spa- 
ghetti Range . . . or the Gay Rights Range 
. .. we'll call it whatever he wants us to call 
it. The eastern shooters . . . who had been 
told that Tulsa was somewhere on the out- 
skirts of Singapore . . . were singularly un- 
convinced. 

The second little bone of contention was 
that of the “official publication” of the 
NBRSA. For many years it had been Preci- 
sion Shooting magazine. And Precision 
Shooting magazine, in those days, didn’t re- 
ally have two nickels to rub together (two 
dimes were completely out of the question). 
The only way that it was kept afloat was by 
the sale of PS “stock”, at $25.00 per share. 
There were some ... cruel . . . individuals 
who said that “stock” ... in this case ... 
was spelled .. . d-o-n-a-t-i-o-n. They were 
not completely wrong; indeed they were at 
least halfway pretty darn intuitive. There 
were many souls who . . . on being solicited 
to “buy another share in PS; we have to 
keep it afloat” . . . began to feel that this all 
was . . . how shall we say this nicely? ...a 
real pain in the posterior. 

The NBRSA, in 1970, was offered eight 
pages per issue in Rifle magazine, from 
Wolfe Publications. The NBRSA wished to 
accept that offer. . .even though it was only 
eight pages in an every-other-month publi- 
cation. Their directors voted, with only the 
East really up in arms over the issue .. . to 
accept the Wolfe offer. Possibly all this 
could have been avoided if PS had only 
been able to become listed daily in the Wall 
Street Journal with its stock price. Possibly 
the NBRSA people would have felt more. . . 
secure ... if they had been able to pick up 
the Journal . . . go to the “P” listings . . . and 
say to their spouse, over morning coffee . . . 
“Ah hah! My PS stock is up a quarter point 
today!”. Today, in 1989, who can say? But 
back then, in 1970, virtually all the Eastern 
shooters wanted to stay with Precision 
Shooting. In complete candor. . . other than 
the East. . . just about everyone else want- 
ed to go with Rifle magazine (once they 
found out that Rifle was not “selling stock”, 
and seemed rather solvent, as these things 
go). 

Those were the two burning issues of the 
day (a burning issue is loosely defined as a 
subject matter capable of causing a ten 
point blood pressure rise in people who are 
debating the issue over a draft beer in 
Herbie’s Bar, in Canal Fulton, Ohio). 

There was one bigger issue, on a long 
term basis, that probably was the back- 
ground for those two smaller, “burning is- 
sues” getting out of hand, as they did. 

Heaven only knows how many members 


the NBRSA had back in 1970 ... but for 
purposes of discussion, let’s say 1,200 
members. Of this 1,200. . . about 600 were 
in “the East” . . . and the other 600 were. . . 
“the rest of the country”. The NBRSA then 
... aS now ... was split into 6 or 8 “re- 
gions”. The East felt that since they were 
about fifty per cent of the membership, their 
opinions should count for fifty per cent of the 
voting power of the organization. This opin- 
ion was rebutted by the other regions, citing 
the “one region ... one vote...” by-law 
rule. Several attempts were made to reach 
some sort of a mutually acceptable compro- 
mise, but none was to be found. 

Today ... in 1989 ... when someone 
tells me that it was pretty darn stupid that an 
equitable, fair compromise could not be 
worked out ... | have to... sort of ... 
laugh. When’s the last time you read the his- 
tory of how the U.S. Government was set 
up, Bunkey? Back around 1780-1785 we 
had the Original Run of this Gordian Knot 
problem. The more populous states (again 
the East, more specifically the Northeast) 
said “one man, one vote”. The more sparse- 
ly populated states (again. . . the rest of the 


country)... said... “no, no... one state 
... one vote”. In 1989 ... substitute the 
word “region” ... for “state” .. . and see if 


this doesn’t have a bit of a familiar ring to 
it. 

So, back around 1785. . . trying to set up 
a U.S. government. . . our founding fathers - 
were debating . . . which theory is right .. . 
“one man, one vote”... or... “one state, 
one vote”. | do not mean to offend anyone if | 
offer the opinion that the founding fathers 
... Washington, Jefferson, Adams, Han- 
cock, et al ... were possibly smarter, or 
wiser . . . than our small group of benchrest 
shooters today. (If you disagree, please 
write; we would be delighted to publish your 
letter). Know what, Bunkey? They couldn't 
solve the problem either. So they set up the 
House of Representatives (one man, one 
vote basis) ... and the U.S. Senate (two 
votes per state, no matter what size, or 
what population). 


Today, in 1989... maybe | just read more 
history than most. . . but, when faced with a 
problem, or a quandary . . .| have a tenden- 
cy to ask, or think ... is this problem-at- 
hand. . .atall familiar? Have | seen it before, 
perhaps attired in just slightly different gar- 
ments? 


Today, in 1989 . . . the IBS-NBRSA split 
... 1S aS difficult to understand ... or as 
easy to understand. . .as the problems that 
our founding fathers wrestled with, back in 
1785. Should it be. . .oneman, one vote... 
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or... one state, one vote! If, in 1989, you 
think of the IBS as the House of Represen- 
tatives (one man, one vote) ... and the 
NBRSA as the U.S. Senate (one state, one 
vote). . . you will have an admirable parallel. 

There IS a need for a House of Represen- 
tatives ... and aneed for a Senate. It was 
the only way that the founding fathers could 
keep everybody happy (sort of). If one ac- 
cepts that rationale (and | do), then there is 
also a need ... in the overall scheme of 
things . . . the Big Picture. ..fortheIBS... 
and the NBRSA. Can we merge them to- 
gether? Yes, of course. 

The very next day after the U.S. Senate 
... and the House of Representatives ... 
merge. 


(Editor: we will now return to that poor 
fellow’s letter. Boy, did we ever go astray, 
huh?) 


While | was at Fayette | shot my first ever 
Official Screamer group, an .092. | was 
using at the time, my 6PPC with a 40 degree 
shoulder ... Pete Callan’s old reamer, 
which | purchased a while back. 

| only started shooting in matches in 
1985. | did not even hear of an organization 
that put on benchrest matches until 1984. | 
was fortunate enough to have one of my 
customers tell me of someone who reload- 
ed for accuracy, and shot funny colored 
fiberglass stocked rifles for the sheer enjoy- 
ment of it. That’s how | met Richard Milton, 
of Ola, Louisiana . . . who, in turn, put me in 
touch with Marcy Lyons ... a “one and 
only” type of personality. 

| concluded that | was indeed in heaven, 
because | had reached a stage in my life 
where | much more wanted to shoot paper 
than animals. That may sound strange, 
coming from a Louisiana man (where a male 
child is expected to take up hunting right 
after he takes his first step), but | was at the 
point where I’d had enough hunting. Be- 
sides, | had grown tired of freezing my pos- 
terior off in duck blinds, deer blinds ... all 


sorts of blinds .. 
blinds. 

At the 1985 Crawfish match | bought a 
used rifle from Peter (Rabbit) Callan, your 
new columnist. | was holding my newly- 
acquired-wonder, and telling myself that | 
had to get some new PPC cases, when Dr. 
Palmisano, who was loading nearby, man- 
aged to lock his keys inside his auto. (Editor: 
you will find that a lot of Yankees have a the- 
ory that they’ll never lose their car key if they 
will simply keep them locked up inside the 
car). Well, I'm a mechanic by trade, and it 
didn’t take me long to get the car open for 
him. To my great surprise the doctor gave 
me twenty turned, new PPC cases to say 
thank you. 

A couple of months later | was back at La- 
fayette, on June 22, 1985 for my first match. 
Here | was, surrounded by big name shoot- 
ers, listening to a language that puzzled me 
... “weather report. . . fell off the bench... 
hold over ... the boil .. .”. | was green as 
heck, but | decided to act as if | knew what 
was going on. (Editor: good choice. I’ve 
been doing just that for twenty years now. It 
works just fine). 

| went to the match with the idea in mind 
that the first and most important thing was 
not to embarrass myself at my first match by 
unsafe gun handling .. . listen to the com- 
mands of the rangemaster . . . don’t cross- 
fire . . . and if there’s any time left over, after 
doing all that . . . try to shoot only when the 
wind flags were consistently the same. 

My first 100 yard group was a .192... 
thena .225...a.253...a.346...and fin- 
ished up with a .143. Pete Callan kept com- 
ing down to where | was loading, and saying 
“| told yu that gun would shoot”. | never did 
check the “leader board” . . . | didn’t know 
that they had one. Later Marcy told me that| 
had put six shots into target #4 ... when 
you are as nervous as | was, counting to five 
is occasionally difficult. 

At 200 yards | started out with a .376 
(which turned out to be the small group of 
the day at that yardage), and then proceed- 
ed to make an amateur-like mess out of my

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second and third targets, with a 1.386 anda 
1.176. | recovered somewhat on my fourth 
and fifth targets, with a .425 and a .478. 

| was cleaning up my loading area after 
the match, stowing my reloading gear in the 
car, aS shooters were drifting by, talking 
their peculiar language . . . “I tell you, | got 
killed on that third target... | was holding 
off to the left, and was squeezing off the 
shot when there was a total reverse, bam, 
just like that. Then on the next relay, what 
the heck happens but | double with the 
shooter on my left on my second shot... 
how, I'll never know. I’ve been shooting a 
hard left blow all day, and he’s been shoot- 
ing the boil, for crying out loud”. 

| wanted to stay in the loading area, and 
try to hear the awards ceremony from there, 
because | honestly didn’t have too much of 
ahandle on what these people were saying. 
None the less, | was dragged off to the 
award ceremony by a couple of kind souls 
who promised to take it easy on the lingo of 
the sport. | was somewhat stunned to be 
given three trophies at the gathering. 

| just wish that | had gotten into this sport 
earlier, Dave. It seems that | must deal with 
health problems today as often as we have 
to deal with economic problems, down here 
in the oil patch country. | have met some 
wonderful people, in some real pleasant 
matches. Win or lose, do well or lousy, | do 
enjoy the sport of benchrest shooting, and | 
wish for nothing but good things for it, and 
its people. The sport... and the people . . . 
have been kind to me.

| can’t stand it any longer — got to share 
my wind flag design, which is, naturally, rev- 
olutionary and will solve all the mysteries of 
air movement. 

If money were no object, and the rules 
would permit, the solution is simple: lots of

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remote electronic wind gauges presenting a 
wind solution to the shooter similar to a me- 
teorological station plot. 

I’ve been watching other shooters; and, 
one day, | noticed a new gadget on the line 
— a garden store daisy wheel, spinning 
away on a metal stake. It spun, shook and 
rattled, but lit up the old light bulb with a new 
idea for a wind flag. 

We went out and bought a half a dozen 
daisy wheels and proceeded to reduce 
them to the bare basic fan that | was after. 
The plastic blades had about a 45° pitch, 
which would keep them from over-speeding 
in a strong wind. 

Next, we took a 1/2” aluminum rod and 
turned down and threaded one end to 
mount the daisy wheel on with about .005” 
clearance and at least 1/16 end play. Then, | 
noticed the wheel was badly out of balance 
and the hub a little loose. A quick shot of 
crazy glue firmed up the hub. Holding the 
rod in a vise, we let the wheel freely sink to 
its heavy side. | took a pair of heavy tin snips 
and proceeded to clip off the ends of the 
heavy blades; it looks odd, but it does bal- 
ance nicely and doesn’t shake in a high 
wind. 

The next step was to fasten tail feathers 
on the other end of the rod — the lighter, the 
better, as the center of gravity needs to be 
near the fan. Yes, my first tails were too 
heavy, and | had to add weight near the fan 
to prevent flutter. 

The tough part is making the pivot block 
which can be slid along the rod to the bal- 
ance point. 

The beauty of this design is that it doesn’t 
have to be exactly vertical to be accurate, 
as long as the main rod is balanced. We had 
some old photo light stands which all had a 
standard 3/8” rod, so we then drilled out our 
pivot block to slip over them. Actually, we 
made the pivot block in two pieces — a

block and a point. The pivot point slipped 
over the stand rod and the block we bushed 
with a piece of nylon to fit over the point, all 
with very little friction. 

Allthe wind flags we’ve seen tell direction, 
more or less, but wind speed they don’t. 
The daisy wheel really tells you how much 
velocity. How? Simple. Paint it half black, 
front and back, and the other half white on 
the front and yellow on the back. Thus, you 
can easily observe rotation speed and 
which side you’re looking at from great dis- 
tances. 

| do have an electronic digital anemom- 

eter which I’ve placed alongside the daisy 
wheel, down range, and the two track wind 
velocity very nicely. I’ve also got a ribbon 
dangling alongside the unit for speeds less 
than 2 MPH. For the disbeliever, you’ve only 
got to pick up the unit and proceed to walkin 
calm air. The wheel turns about one revolu- 
tion per second at walking speed and stops 
when you do. Real neat. Three of these 
strung out to 200 yards has helped wind 
doping more than you can imagine. You will 
never trust a ribbon again!

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LETTER TO 
THE EDITOR 


Dear Dave, 

I’m not a columnist or a writer so | hope 
that you have no trouble with this; punctua- 
tion wise. After reading the articles by John 
Gammuto, Kim Brown, and Barry 
DeVliegher about attracting new shooters 
and “Banners & Hoopla”, | was wondering if 
| could put my two cents in. It’s my opinion 
that bright colored banners and excessive 
pageantry is not going to attract new shoot- 
ers to benchrest competition. Barry com- 
pares it with motor sports by saying that the 
pageantry and the hoopla add something to 
the event. That may be true in motor sports 
but benchrest shooting is not a spectators 
sport like the “Indy 500”. You can’t see 
what's going on out there without a spotting 
scope and then only a few targets at a 
time. 

| don’t feel the need for excessive pag- 
eantry at the award ceremonies. At the 
matches that | attended, the hosting club 
and the IBS handed out some really fine 
trophys to the winners. Time is limited at the 
end of most matches. What more do we 
need? ... aspeech from the winner? 

To address the problem of attracting new 
shooters we have to ask ourselves, what at- 
tracted the men and women who came be- 
fore us to shoot in competition? | imagine it 
was then, like it is today, with some shoot- 
ing for the fun of it and others that were gun- 
smiths and experimenters. All of whom con- 
tributed a great deal to our sport. But what 
brought them together? Was benchrest 
competition a proving ground for testing 
new equipment? 

| would say it still is because the perfect 
rifle wasn’t built, nor the perfect cartridge 
(the PPC comes close). Everything in our 
sport could use some improvement, such as 
barrels, actions, primers, powder, brass, 
‘etc., including the PPC. Each one of those 
items has its own special problems. Prob- 
lems that we all read about in P.S. maga- 
zine. Problems that are not beyond any of 
us to solve. | believe this is what brings 
benchrest competitors together. 

How can we, as an organized body, at- 
tract new shooters? Several things come to 
mind, such as publicizing match dates and 
directions in local newspapers to welcome 
public attendance, also make shooting 
more affordable by lower cost of compo- 
nents or a factory rifle class to shoot with 
sporter or light varmint class. Instructing 
new shooters in the fundamentals can be 
productive and enlightening. For instance, | 
coached a prospective new shooter at the 
last score match of the year at Mainville. 
She did pretty well too ... she beat my 
score... . with the same gun | was using... 
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and she did it “her” way! “I was enlightened” 
(... lwas something else later). It was a lot 
of fun for me anyway, and if it brings us new 
shooters, the effort expended was worth 
it. 
| didn’t solve anything with this letter, just 

raised a few more questions. I'll be glad to 
discuss them with anyone that’s interested. 
This is longer than two cents worth . . . so 
keep the change, Dave.

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OPINIONS ON “NORWAY” 


(The Shooting, Not the Country) 


Dear Dave 

This letter is in response to your query re- 
garding the rifle/cartridge combinations for 
the paper targets that appeared in the arti- 
cle “Target Shooting in Norway” in the De- 
cember 1988 issue of PS. 

Based on the type and size of the game 
targets shown in the photos, and the dis- 
tances over which they were shot, my car- 
tridge choice would be a .223 Remington, 
loaded with 69 grain Sierra match bullets, 
over 24.5 grains of H335, and ignited by 
Remington 7¥2 primers. Muzzle velocity 
would be approximately 2800 to 2850 feet 
per second, out of a 22-24 inch barrel. Obvi- 
ously brass is easily obtainable, and cheap 
(if one elects to use military brass). Basic 
benchrest case preparation technique 
would be employed to maximize the load’s 
accuracy potential. Two additional pow- 
ders which yield satisfactory results could 
be substituted, namely W748 and H or IMR 
4895. The advantage of H335 is that it al- 
lows deep seating of the heavy 22 caliber 
bullets, which in turn allows functioning 
through the magazine of the rifle, without 
having to resort to skulduggeries such as 
drop tubes and compressed loads. Replac- 
ing the Sierra match bullet with the Speer 70 
grain semi-spitzer would be an ideal choice 
for actual hunting of the Rae buck, pictured 
on one of the targets. 

Any of the various bolt action rifles of 
quality that are available in the USA or 
abroad would prove acceptable, provided 
the gun could be had with a rate of twist of at 
least 1 turn in 10 inches to stabilize those 
long bullets. A match quality, stainless steel 
barrel is always nice to have, but it does not 
strike me as absolutely necessary to be 
competitive here. However a top flight 
match quality trigger is a most welcome ad- 
vantage when one is shooting offhand, as 
any highpower silhouette shooter can at- 
test. 

A Leupold 6.5 x 20X silhouette scope, 
with a one inch dot at 16X would be my 
choice for a scope and a reticule. Any com- 
petent shooter could win with this rig, with- 
out having to take out a second mortgage 
on the old homestead . . . and without recoil 
driving the fillings out of your teeth. 

The 6PPC could definitely do the trick, but 
why choose a cartridge that has frequent 
supply problems, and when there is not a 
supply problem ... you have to hold up a 
bank. ..abig bank . . .on your way to buy a 
hundred cases. There is also a lack of facto- 
ry chamberings to choose among; it’s the 
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high priced Sako or nothing. When some- 
one “corners the market”, the usual re- 
sponse of Yankee ingenuity is to go looking 
for a good alternative. 

Thanks for the opportunity to express my 


opinion here. | enjoyed thinking, scheming 
and planning on this.

and embarrass us all). | believe my sugges- 
tions here are practical and are within the 
constraints imposed by the rules of his 
game and also keeping the costs to a 
reaonable minimum. 

Constraints (as | understand them) 

1. Short range and long range shooting 
events are separate events. 

2. Use of practical hunting rifles and cali- 
bres. 

3. Rifle weight limit of 4.5 kilos (approx. 
9.8 Ibs.) Kare states that this has been lift- 
ed. 

4. Scope magnification of 6X. Also lifted. 

5. Public criticism of shooters appearing 
with “specialized rifles”. 

7. Must be able to digest mil ball (NATO & 
Norway), commercial, and “home rollings”. 
(This limits calibres to .30-06, 7.62 NATO, 
and 6.5x55) (and possibly some iron curtain 
mil calibres). 

8. No sling and left arm must be free. 

9. Functional magazine. 

10. Cold weather and low light during win- 
ter. 

Considering these constraints, | would 
choose the Remington 70OV in 308 Win. | 
would mount a Leupold 6.5 X 20 variable 
scope mounted in a quality commercial 
mount. | would have the trigger sears pol- 
ished by Neil Jones at Custom Products and 
buy dies at the same time. | like these trig- 
gers and have found that they can be safely 
adjusted to much less than two pounds. | 
would also have a chamber cast made to 
obtain accurate dimensions of the chamber, 
especially in the neck, and then use properly 
dimensioned brass made from a longer cali- 
ber. In doing this | might be able to use neck 
turned brass on my hand loads without a 
custom chambering and still use factory and 
milif necessary (this assumes that the facto- 
ry chamber is cut concentrically and barrel is 
good in all other dimensions). Have the bolt 
lugs honed, the stock properly pillar bedded 
and barrel floated. Kare states that he will

make his own stock. These modifications 
would be externally invisible so the “critical 
voices” might be quelled to a large degree. 
Most of these modifications have been 
made to a similar rifle of mine in .22-250 and 
the degree of accuracy improvement was 
tremendous. The rifle now needs anew bar- 
rel after ten years and approx. 5000 rounds. 
Make sure you remove the sling swivel stud 
unless you want to risk damaging the web 
of your hand during recoil, at least for the 
event shoots. 

| believe that this rifle meets all of the 
above constraints and should not cost more 
than his budget will allow. Kare states that 
there are many people going to magnum 
calibres. | believe that this is foolish because 
of the fatigue created by using the magnum 
calibres. | used to use a Win. M-70 target in 
300 H&H (300 ouch and ouch) and found it 
was over kill at all ranges that | used it 
for. 

Keeping to the standard twist barrel 
should allow for maintenance of bullet sta- 
bility during the fiercely cold weather (ask 
Maretzo). My scope recommendation 
would allow him to alter the magnification to 
take advantage of the limited light condi- 
tions that prevail during his near arctic win- 
ter conditions and not limit his shooting to 
the summer months.

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STILL MORE ON “NORWAY” 


In response to the article “Shooting in 
Norway”, | re-read Mr. Stenmark’s letter in 
the September issue of P.S. | was mildly in- 
terested the first time that | read it, as we 
shoot a similar type of game here in the hills 
of Tennessee. We (brothers, in-laws, chil- 
dren) fire on the NRA’s life size game tar- 
gets. The targets are placed in random 
fashion from 50 yards to 500 yards (the lat- 
ter figure being the furthest distance that we 
can get out of my back pasture). Different 
shooting positions are assigned to each tar- 
get. We shoot hunting calibers and live var- 
mint calibers, anywhere from .22 rimfire to 
.300 magnums. 

But, back to the article. Allow me to evalu- 
ate the requirements of this discipline. (1) 
Since we are mutually agreed that it does 
not require a lot of energy to kill paper tar- 
gets, magnums become unnecessary. (2) 
Since it appears that one will have to shoot 
at different ranges, from up-close to 300 
meters, a flat trajectory is desirable. (3) 
Shooting under hunting field conditions, 
with the need for a magazine in the rifle, 
rules out the single shot benchrest actions. 
(4) From the apparent size of the targets, 
and keeping that 300 meter figure in mind, 
first shot accuracy will be a high priority. 

So, after reviewing the known, and the 
implied conditions . . . it would seem that a 
live varmint rifle will fill the need quite well. 
And, if | recall correctly, | believe that the 
Scandanavians take their moose hunting 
quite seriously. A nice 6.5 x 55 sporter just 
might do the trick, as well. 

If you were to give me $1,500, and tell me 
that you wanted me in Norway in three 
months, and you expected me to do well at 
this game .. . to tell the truth, I'd cheat on 
you a bit. (Editor: you’re gonna skip town 
with the money, right? At last, a PS reader 
with a bit of imagination, spirit, initiative! We 
may have a position for you here at PS, son. 
Ever consider a career in sales?) To wit. . .| 
would keep my present critter rifle, which 
should do the job in Norway quite nicely, 
and spend the $1,500 on ammo, to practice 
with. (Editor: oh, a practical soul. Consider 
our job offer withdrawn). 

That favorite gun is a Remington 700 
Varminter in .243 Winchester chambering. 
It has a stainless steel barrel replacement, 
exactly the same contour as the original fac- 
tory barrel. The action has the usual and 
proper tune-up; receiver ring and bolt face 
squared off, lapped in lugs, replaced trigger, 
etc. Pillar and V-block glued into a “new 
generation” laminated stock. A Burris 12X 
scope was lapped into one inch wide, 4 steel 
screw rings, fitted to two piece bases (I like 
this scope; mine is as clear as spring 
water). 
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| prepare my cases in good “benchrest” 
fashion, although | do not outside neck turn. 
| am not married to any particular manufac- 
turer's cases; | accept the fact that | will 
have to cull out, in my selection process, 
more of some brands than of others. Neither 
am | driven to purchase only one brand of 
powder only; | have been finding sufficient 
variation among powder lots that | accept 
the fact that a new lot of powder may be 
quite different (relatively) than the previous 
lot. 

| load commercial bullets. Some are bet- 
ter than others. | weigh and measure a sam- 
ple out of each box. | do restrict myself to a 
bullet weight range of 75 to 105 grain bullets 
in the .243 however. 

| assemble my cartridges by: hand prim- 
ing, throw powder from a Redding #3 mea- 
sure, size with Bonanza/Forster dies in a 
“O” type press, and spin the loaded rounds 
for run-out. 

When | do my part of the job, this rifle- 
ammo combination will shoot a right tight lit- 
tle hole, and put the first shot where | pointit, 
too. 

If | were called on to select a load for Mr. 
Stenmark’s long range, hunting field com- 
petition, | would select: Norma brass, Fed- 
eral 210M primers, 46.0 grains of Accurate 
#3100, together with the Speer 85 grain 
hollow point boat-tail bullet (which has a BC 
of .400). 

By the way, Mr. Brennan, the changes 
u-all have made in Precision Shooting are 
rapidly gaining your publication a far wider 
acceptance among those who have a love

AR-15 BARRELS 


Dear Dave, 

Here’s a little tip | discovered that might 
help save AR-15 Barrels. 

Since it is vital to use a bore guide on Bolt 
guns to prevent damage to the throat, the 
same should apply to “Mouse-Gun” cham- 
bers. | had always thought that the rear of 
the receiver was far enough from the cham- 
ber, and small enough to act as a rod guide. 
Upon closer scrutiny, it seems | was wrong, 
as it appears the cleaning rod does rest on 
the leading edge of the lands as the rod is 
run through the bore. 

What I use as a Cleaning rod guide is a 
piece (112 inches long) of 1 inch dowel rod 
material. Drill a 1/4 inch hole, centered, 
lengthwise and insert this in the rear of the 
receiver where the charge handle slots are 
cut. Just fit it snugly and remove when fin- 
ished. One dowel rod costs about $2.00 and 
makes about 20 bore guides.

THE ZORTMAN PRAIRIE DOG WAR 


Dear Dave 

We thought that possibly you might be in- 
terested in hearing what we do for entertain- 
ment out here in the west during the sum- 
mer ... besides chasing sheep, that is 
(Editor: several hundred readers are ex- 
pecting, at this point, that the editor is not 
going to let that line pass by without a smart 
alec remark. Gentlemen, it is a hard, hard 
decision . . . but|’m going to keep my mouth 
shut. Indoing so. . .| sort of feel | have failed 
in my public trust . . . somehow. I’ve let you 
down, haven't |?) 

Late spring and early summer are devot- 
ed to the task of ridding the countryside of 
prairie dogs. A few of us have taken this utili- 
tarian, prosaic task . . . and tried to elevate it 
to amore challenging millieu . . . we do long 
distance shooting only . . . and to us “long 
distance” is defined as that area that lies 
anywhere between 350 and 750 yards. 
Most of our shooting is done at somewhere 
around the 500 yard mark, with kill percent- 
ages around 50% in good conditions. We 
have made kills out to 700 yards, but I’m not 
going to feed you a line that this is common- 
place. 

The rifles used are 6mms, such as the 
6mm Improved, and throw in a .257 Im- 
proved, a .220 Jaybird, and similar crea- 
tures. All have heavy, stainless barrels, and 
target scopes. Other items that we consider 
essential are chronographs, ballistic com- 
puter programs, spotting scopes, portable

benches, pedestal rests, and the like. Obvi- 
ously we are serious about all this. We also 
use a wind velocity meter. 

Last June we made a trip to Zortman, 
Montana, to shoot prairie dogs on BLM 
lands. The BLM was very helpful in furnish- 
ing maps, names and addresses of local 
ranchers, locations of campgrounds, gas 
stations, etc., since Zortman is a long way 
from anywhere (Editor: that should bring a 
heated response from the Zortman Cham- 
ber of Commerce). 

We elected to park the camper in 
Zortman, since it was close to the dog 
towns, and sported a gas station, cafe, and 
bar. (Editor: only one bar? Isn’t that a mo- 
nopoly, and “in restraint of trade”?). The 
people there were very friendly (Editor: peo- 
ple are usually very friendly to groups that 
descend on them ... armed to the teeth). 
Apparently they are used to aberrations 
such as the appearance of Great White 
Prairie Dog Hunters. (Editor: isn’t a “great 
white” a shark? You were shark hunting in 
Zortman, Montana? No wonder that “the 
people were friendly”. They obviously fig- 
ured that the entire group were madder than 
hatters). 

On this particular trip | was accompanied 
by Joe Kelly and Jim Folwell. (Editor: well, 
the locals may have been mere SPECU- 
LATING that the group was demented pre- 
viously . . . but once they found that you had 
an NBRSA director with you. . . that should 
have killed off all speculation, one would 
think). | took along my Remington 40X 6mm 
with factory stainless barrel, and my Kenny 
Jarrett built .220 Jaybird. Kelly brought a 
.22-250, and a 40X 6mm Improved with a 
28” Hart barrel. Mr. Folwell brought a .22- 
250, and a very nice Shilen 6mm. 

Day one dawned very windy ... it was 
metered at 32 m.p.h. (Editor: I’ve got a saw- 
buck here that says that no one in Zortman 
felt safe until you guys left . . . after seeing 
you set up a wind meter reading the first 
morning). Occasional rain was falling. (Edi- 
tor: surely there is a sign on the door of that 
bar, saying what time they open for busi- 
ness). We spent most of the day driving 
from one prairie dog town to another, look- 
ing for a suitable town to shoot in (Editor: 
why all the running around? Why not shoot 
right there in Zortman? Heck, we even 
know the wind speed in Zortman). Many of 
the prairie dog towns had been shot out, or 
else the prairie dogs had moved out. (Editor: 
moving out of a town that is being shot out 


seems to make sense, to me anyway). We 
did take a few shots, and made a few kills, 
but found the overall conditions a bit much 
out there (Editor: come back to the Zortman 
bar. . . I’mhaving a hard time holding these 
three seats for you guys). After getting seri- 
ously lost for several hours (Editor: every- 
one in Zortman was really concerned about 
you; actually | had to stop them from raffling 
off your camper when they decided you 
were lost . . . which was about five minutes 
after you left town). . . we located a suitable 
dog town of about 200 acres which had not 
been shot in, probably due to the fact that 
the closest shooting was about 300 yards 
minimum. This town had literally thousands 
of prairie dogs, at ranges up to 800 yards 
. .. just perfect. 

Next day we returned at dawn, under per- 
fect conditions. The wind was blowing at a 
modest 6 to 8 m.p.h., and hot .. . the tem- 
perature was to hit 102° by afternoon. We 
used two portable benches, and two spot- 
ting scopes. A cleaning station holding up to 
four rifles was set up on the tailgate of the 
truck. The “drill” was to have one person 
shooting, one person spotting and calling 
the shots, and the other cleaning his rifle 
and/or reloading. (Editor: there was no one 
watching for hostile indians?). The spotter 
must be able to call the shots within a couple 
of inches if hits are to be made at these dis- 
tances ... 500 plus yards. A prairie dog 
measures 3” by 9’. (Editor: doesn’t it sort of 
spook the prairie dog town . . . the three of 
you guys wandering around, measuring 
prairie dogs at the start of the day? Did you 
use a tape measure or a yardstick? How did 
you get them to stay still? Don’t they bite?). | 
noticed that Jim Folwell was distressed by 
the lack of wind flags. (Editor: he’s pretty 
hard to please. I’ve seen him distressed by a 
wind flag directly in front of his target at 
some matches. Obviously he just likes to 
find fault). Mirage grew intolerable by noon- 
time in that heat. We went back to camp for 
lunch, and returned in the evening, shooting 
until dark. We did this for the next four days, 
and had a great time. 

We were visited by a very polite rancher 
who was glad to be rid of the prairie dogs, 
but who seemed to be a tad concerned 
about his cows which technically shared the 
same pasture, but which were in the com- 
pletely opposite direction. We assured him 
that we were aware of the substantial differ- 
ences between cows and prairie dogs, and

would not mistake his prize heifer for a 
Boone & Crockett prairie dog. We con- 
vinced him that any creature that said 
“moo” would be left unharmed. 

We never saw another hunter in this par- 
ticular dog town, but met several from other 
states in other dog towns. The average dis- 
tance for our shooting on this trip was some- 
where between 400 and 500 yards. A fence 
kept us from getting closer. When condi- 
tions were at their relative best (from 5:30 
am to 6:00 am, and from 8:00 pm to dark) 
we were able to make some long kills. Our 
longest kills with the 6mms were approxi- 
mately 700 yards, and 650 yards with the 
Jaybird. At that sort of range however it 
generally took more than one shot; wind 
drift took these shots out of the realm of the 
exact known for hit certainty. 

In my 40X Remington, in standard 6mm 
Remington chambering, | was loading the 
6mm, 85 grain Sierra hollow point, boat tail 
up to the 3612 feet per second level with a 
hefty amount of 4831 powder.

load was very effective, with spectacular 
blow-up results. 

In the bullet world . . . there are the cus- 
tom (benchrest) bulletmakers ... and the 
volume bulletmakers. The volume 
bulletmakers (go into your local gun shop, 
and their products are there on the shelf, in 
various colored boxes) have driven me mild- 
ly crazy in recent years. Some lots of specif- 
ic bullets of a particular brand have shot like 
crazy . .. go back to that same gun shop a 
month later . . . buy that same bullet, same 
weight... BUT A DIFFERENT LOT NUM- 
BER ... and any resemblance to the previ- 
ous lot’s grouping . . . is purely coincidental! 
We had the .220 Jaybird loaded up to 4120 
f.p.s. with the 52 grain Sierra boat tail hollow 
point. Up to 500 yards this wildcat is hell-on- 
wheels, but | don’t feel that any .22 caliber is 
the ticket beyond 500 yards. We did make a 
kill at 650 yards with the Jaybird, though, 
just to illustrate how futile such theories 
might be. Funny thing about that Jaybird.. . 
it fouled like crazy up to 500 rounds. . . and 
at that point . . . for some reason . . . it just 
plain stopped fouling. Bam, just like that. All 
guns on this trip were cleaned after every 10 
rounds were fired. The Jaybird needed a 
heavy dose of Sweet’s 7.62 Solvent to keep 
copper fouling under control. 

We used 24X Leupold/Premier conver-

sion scopes, as well as a 25X Lyman- 
Siebert conversion. Our scopes have extra 
dots and crosshairs for long range. The 
extra dots help to eliminate holdover and 
holdoff for windage. The dot placement can 
be predicted by the computer, andis verified 
by shooting on paper at the different rang- 
es. | have found that published ballistic coef- 
ficients do not work at long ranges . . . most 
bullets striking the target somewhat lower 
than predicted by either the computer or the 
loading manuals. Wind drift does not seem 
to follow the manual’s predictions either. | 
would like someone else to comment on this 
opinion of mine. 

As of the time of this letter Dan Lilja is bar- 
reling a Stolle Polar for me, with a cartridge 
of my own design, a variation of the 6mm/ 
284 wildcat. | have a solid pour Lee Six un- 
limited class stock on hand to bolt it into. We 
will see how this combination performs next 
year. Folwell has threatened to return witha 
.30 Super; if so I'll set up the spotting scope 
about 50 yards behind him! 

So...whowon the war? Why, the prairie 
dogs, of course! But. . . there’s always next 
year!

Dear Dave, 

In view of your reminder to the readership 
in P.S. Nov. 1988, | felt that | may be able to 
shed at least a candle-flicker of light upon 
the phenomena of .17 caliber explosive- 
ness, or “dramatic” effect as stated by Mr. 
Cundiff in his November article: “Return to 
the Game Fields”. 

It occurred to me (though not necessarily 
by Divine providence) that there must be a 
great deal of kinetic energy stored in the ro- 
tational speed of these tiny bullets. As a par- 
allel, | might mention that, being a precision 
machinist/toolmaker, a small tool such as a 
1/4” diameter grinding wheel doing some 
50 to 55,000 R.P.M.’s in, say, a Moore jig 
grinding machine has incredible destructive 
capability for its size, without any linear mo- 
tion at all! If one of these babies has an im- 
perfection, or imbalance that causes it to fly 
apart at over “50 grand”, a small portion of 
hell breaks loose! 

Now, getting back to more important 
matters (such as shooting and other recrea- 
tional activities) | have come up with the fol- 
lowing figures: a .224 slug fired from a 1 in 
14” twist barrel and boogie’n down range at 
3900 f.p.s. (by the way, the “Downrange 
Boogie” is a new song that is sung to the 
tune of “Green Acres” theme song — | sus- 
pect its popularity will reach epidemic pro- 
portions by year’s end) is spinning at the 
rate of 200,571 R.P.M.’s. By comparison, a 
6mm projectile at 3200 F.P.S. and turning in 
the 1-14” mode is winding up some 164,571 
R.P.M.’s. Now, some remarkable things 
happen in the little .17 when the twist rate is 
upped to 1 in 10” for, say, a Shilen barrel 
(I’m not sure what a Douglas .17 has in it for 
a twist) or, in the case of the occasional fac- 
tory rifle/cartridge combo, 1 turn in 9 for a 
Remington 700 in their sub-smallbore offer- 
ing. Assuming 3900 F.P.S. for the .172 di- 
ameter pill, this translates to 280,800 
R.P.M.’s for the 1-10 twist barrel, and 
312,000 R.P.M.’s for the 1 in 9! In checking 
the twist rate in my little Kimber H.B., a 17 
Rem.., it looks like 1 turn in 8.75”, giving me 
something like 320,914 R.P.M.’s on a 25 gr 
Hornady H.P. going 3900 f.p.s. Wow! Like 
the good Mr. Cundiff, | also experienced the 
“Confetti Syndrome” last summer, on the 
South Dakota variety of prairie critters. 

Seeing how less-dense masses of matter 
come apart at only a fraction of this incredi- 
ble rotational speed, one can imagine that 
these little .17 bombs are dang-near on the 
verge of exploding as they come out the 
barrel! 

Now, you say, that | have spoken merely 
of axial speed and have not mentioned as of 
yet the factor of PERIPHAL velocity. O.K. 
You caught me with the proverbial pants 
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down. Well, I’ve got a good answer for you 
anyhow. The peripheral speed of a rotating 
object, is referred to in the machine shop, as 
“SURFACE FEET PER MINUTE” or, 
S.F.M., as you may know. 

The aforementioned 6mm bullet is drilling 
the atmosphere at 10,469 S.F.M. while the 
varmint-destined .22 bullet at higher veloci- 
ty is whizzing the surface of its being at 
11,762 S.F.M. 

Our lowly little .17, with its drastic reduc- 
tion in circumference, still has enough “R’s” 
to spare to compensate for its almost-non- 
existent diameter and STILL have a “hotter 
skin” than the .224 at 12,644; 14,049; and 
14,409 S.F.M. figures for the 1 in 10”; 1 in 
9”, and 1 turn in 834” twists respectively. 
Whatever surrounds this little bugger when 
it comes apart is instant hamburger in about 
2 nanoseconds. 

It is doubtful that the rotational speed of 
said projectile slows down much, if any, es- 
pecially in light of the fact its time of flight 
over 200 yards is roughly .179/second. | 
would like to hear more on this theory, and if 
rotational decelleration even exists, what 
effect it has on bullet stability over longer 
ranges. 

My experience with the .17 is pretty limit- 
ed, but | must say that even though | have 
only shot one (and for less than a year, that) | 
have noticed that, even with my best loads, | 
almost ALWAYS get 1 or 2 flyers that wreck 


the group, at present, | can’t say that | can 
even fire 5 consecutive shots and keep ’em 
all close, although | have shot quite a few 
with 4 into .43 to .46. Not exactly enough to 
make a 6PPC shooter to shake in his 
boots!! 

In a few years when | have acquired 
enough Shooting/Reloading/Gunsmithing 
skill (and MONEY) to fulfill my dream of 
shooting competitively, | really doubt that I'll 
show up at amatch witha .17, but! think the 
varminting future of the seventeens will be a 
bright one, providing we can be assured of 
quality componentry. Barrels are already 
excellent, I’m sure. Bullets, on the other 
hand, well, | probably don’t need to mention 
the miniscule imbalance that a flying gyro- 
scope spinning at around 300,000 R.P.M.’s 
will just not tolerate. 

As | am hoping to receive a copy of the 
wonderful Mr. Juenke’s |.C.C. unit some- 
time in the near future, this, | think, will prob- 
ably REVOLUTIONIZE .17 caliber shoot- 
ing, in addition to what it is doing in the 
benchrest world. 

Who knows? | might even get to like my 
.17 more than my old faithful Deuce!

For the past decade the benchrest com- 
petitor has given a great deal of attention to 
the subject of cartridge case quality. The 
commonplace variances to be found in case 
wall and neck wall thicknesses have be- 
come a major concern to the serious accu- 
racy shooter. The PPC cases from Sako 
have long been outstanding when judged in 
this light, as well as Sako brass for the .222 
and the .222 Magnum. 

Some time back Bill Monell asked me to 
run a check on some PPC brass recently, in 
22-250 and 222 sizes. I'll be darned, the re- 
sults turned up were most impressive! My 
tests were turning up an average variance 
of .0012” for mid-body wall thickness. 

Bob Griffin came to our shop one evening 
to turn down some PMC 30-30 case rims to 
fit the PPC bolt of his rifle. While he was 
busy with that project | spot-checked a 
number of his cases, and found the same 
fine consistency in the wall thickness dimen- 
sions of his 30-30 cases. 

If one feels that the uniformity of case wall 
thickness among his cases is a matter of 
considerable importance, then the percent- 
age of acceptable brass in PMC cases will 
be very high. In addition, the temper of the 
PMC 30-30 brass was such that reforming 
offered little problem, and loss of cases dur- 
ing forming has been just about nil to 
date. 

How PMC cases will stand up to the hard 
use which benchrest shooters subject 
cases to has not yet been established, but a 
problem with case life has not yet come to 
my attention. For those of us who weigh 
their cases as part of their case selection 
procedure, once again you will be im- 

pressed with what your tests turn up.

Your dealer should have no trouble sup- 
plying you with any of these PMC cases. 
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Have you ever thought that an index for 
Precision Shooting might be a handy thing 
to have? Our assistant editor felt that way; 
what’s more he went out and did something 
about it. After several years of work on this 
project he has such an index, and will share 
it with others. The document is copyrighted. 
It will also be offered to dealers in benchrest 
supplies who wish to carry it in stock for re- 
sale. The index covers articles that have ap- 
peared in Precision Shooting from 1956 to 
the present. There are 2,672 entries, which 
are broken down into 34 separate topic 
classifications. The index consists of 61 
pages. Not every trivial printed blurb is in- 
cluded, but anything of any importance cer- 
tainly is. In the 32 years that form the basis 
for the index we average seven items per 
issue going into the index. Of course there 
were periods in the PS history when the 
magazine was only 12 to 16 pages. It is safe 
to estimate that the modern era of the mag- 
azine, now at 52-56 pages, is averaging 12 
to 15 items per issue going into the index. 
The years covered from 1956 to 1969 cover 
a lot of ground and a lot of history; a reading 
of them can prevent the reader from ex- 
pending a lot of time and money, as well as 
effort, on a project that essentially turns out 
to be a reinvention of the wheel. From 1970 
to the present time we enter the period 
when most of the present-day equipment, 
theories and methods were beginning to 
evolve. One can virtually follow these evolu- 
tions in the pages of PS, and the index 
makes it easy. 

How effective is the index? Can you find 
what you’re interested in? | was curious 
when | made my first appearance in these 
pages, so | consulted the index. | could re- 
member the subject matter, but not the title. 
| found it in short order . . . Volume 6, Num- 
ber 10, February 1962, on page 4. 

The PS Index can be had for the sum of 
$20.00, plus $1.00 postage. This hardly 
covers the cost of photocopying and com- 
puter supplies, as | calculate things. If you 
are interested in researching the evolution 


of benchrest, this is as good a bargain as 
you’re going to find. Contact John 
Gammuto, 5685 Forest Hill Drive (#203), 
Clarendon Hills, Illinois 60514. 


Hoppe’s No. 9 has probably been around 
as long as | have, | suspect. | can’t recall 
when my Dad didn’t have a bottle of 
Hoppe’s in the gun case when | was a kid, 
and every gun smelled of Hoppe’s. The late 
Harold Baucher, an early benchrest gun- 
smith and a fine craftsman, when someone 
brought in a rifle for work, the last thing that 
you had to do with it, before it went back to 
the customer, was to wipe it down with 
Hoppe’s No. 9, so that it “smelled clean’. A 
lot of Hoppe’s was used in the early 
benchrest competition days. 

Then along came Sal Ventimiglia with 
Shooter’s Choice (which started off as 
Marksman’s Choice in the beginning), 
which really was developed and made for 
the benchrest folks (by a benchrest compet- 
itor himself), and in the last 5 or 6 years 
Shooter’s Choice became the accepted 
standard in our world. That seems to have 
gotten a lot of other folks off the dot, and 
working on improvements also. Meanwhile, 
in the world of the average shooter, 
Hoppe’s was still used by many, and still 
continued to grace “nice smelling” guns. 
But nothing is forever, and recently the 
deliveryman dropped off at our door a sam- 
ple bottle of Hoppe’s Bench Rest 9 Copper 
Solvent. | unscrewed the top, and took a 
good sniff, to start my product review. The 
Hornbeck Sniff Test (patent pending) imme- 
diately turned up two conclusions . . . 1.) My 
sinuses would probably be clear for the rest 
of my natural life, and 2.) This stuff smells 
terrible! 

This new product from Penguin Indus- 
tries does a good job on carbon and lead, 
and is effective for the removal of copper, a 
factor that really cuts into accuracy. It does 
not seem to me to work quite as fast as 
Sweet's 7.62 solvent, but for minor copper 
build-up problems, it will keep up. It will also 
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go to work on a cleaning brush, so it should 
be kept away from those little gadgets. It 
should be kept off your hands, gun stocks, 
and nickel surfaces for anything longer than 
a short period. Your dealer should have it in 
stock now; if not, it will be along shortly. 


For the loyal followers of Shooter's 
Choice, Joe Ventimiglia has two new, useful 
products; and like Shooter’s Choice itself, 
each gets its respective job done. Each 
comes in a spray can, and each uses eco- 
logically safe propellants. The first product 
is Venco’s Rust Prevent Aerosol. This is an 
anti oxidation, moisture displacing agent, 
designed to protect gunmetals, barrels, and 
actions over a long period of time. The sec- 
ond is Quick Scrub Aerosol. It will clean as 
well as degrease, quick as a wink. | suspect 
that each of them will become “must have” 
items for many shooters who want to care 
for their firearms, yet not spend a lot of time 
in so doing. Along with Shooter’s Choice 
Bore Cleaner, which is just about a stan- 
dard piece of equipment for the benchrest

shooter, these other two products remove 
forever any excuse or reason for having a 
fouled barrel, a gummy action or trigger, ora 
spot of rust. I'll bet that you will not have to 
move heaven and earth to find these two 
new products. The accuracy products dis- 
tributors who advertise in these pages all re- 
alize the confidence that the benchrest 
world has in products from Venco. 


Just one more item to talk about this time. 
There are all kinds of synthetic lubricants on 
the market today. Some are very good, and 
some are merely clever advertising. 
Everytime | come across a new one, | give it 
a try. | found one recently that | think is quite 
good. It’s called R.N.1. 

The real test was in muzzle loader bar- 
rels. Black powder really can cause a lot of 
problems with rust, and if you Pyrodex, the 
resulting acid (which water will not touch) 
can really cause some problems. It is my un- 
derstanding that Green Mountain does not 
recommend Pyrodex for this reason. Muz- 
zle loading barrels, after being properly

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cleaned, and wet down with R.N.I. failed to 
develop any rust later. It really displaces 
water, and is great around boats and on 
fishing gear. It should be great for semi- 
automatic rifles and handguns. | tried it on 
some relay contacts, and it immediately 
cleared up a problem that | was having with 
them, so it’s good stuff for electronic mech- 
anisms as well. | have yet to see any signs of 
it drying up and leaving a gummy deposit.

CLARENCE HAMMONDS, of Red Lion, Pa. 
cut it close, but made it with a .199 200 yard 
heavy varmint class group at the IBS Na- 
tional. Clarence shot a 6PPC, Hall action, 
Lilja barrel, Leupold-Premier 36X scope, 
27.5 grains of T322 with 68 grain Watson 
bullets, in a rifle smithed and stocked by 
himself. 


JOE CHAPMAN, of Lewiston, Idaho, at the 
Issaquah range on September 4th shot a 
nice .146 200 yard group in the light varmint 
class. He was shooting a .240 Hawk, Hall 
action, Hart barrel, Leupold 36X scope, 
27.7 grains of H322 with Euber 68 grain flat 
base bullet and Federal primers. The gun 
was smithed by King, and stocked by him- 
self. 


BOB WHITE, at a Central Jersey match on 
October 9th shot a 200 yard heavy varmint 
class group of .180. He shot a 6PPC, CPS 
action, Schneider barrel, Leupold 36X 
scope, 28.4 grains of GI322 with 63 grain 
Rubright bullets and Federal primers. Mr. 
White was both the assembling gunsmith 
and the stocker. 


GARY OCOCK, of Scottsdale, Arizona 
(who used to live in the Northeast, before he 
became old and infirm), at the December 
match at Black Canyon apparently had a 
halfway decent grasp on what was happen- 
ing out in front, at least at 100 yards he did. 
He shot an official screamer group in all 
three classes: a .099 in light varmint, a .079 
in heavy varmint, and a .080 in the sporter 
class. There is a school of thought that says 
that’s pretty decent shooting. Gary shot the 
same gun in all three classes ... a 6PPC, 
Wichita action, Lilja barrel, Leupold 36X, 
28.0 grains of GI322 with Ocock 64 grain 
bullets. Chuck Miller was the gunsmith. Mr. 
Ocock sent us a few observations, over 
which you may laugh, or shed a tear, as you 
choose. 

My HV agg at 100 was .1728 and I left the 
range on Saturday hoping for similar shoot- 
ing conditions for Sunday morning as we 
were starting off with HV first. | thought this 
would be a good chance for my first grand in 
the teens. Didn’t happen. Conditions were 
crazy. This time of the year at the BC range 
there is a steady wind that is pulled off a 
mountain down range, by the heat from the 
city of Phoenix. As the desert warms up, the 
desert heat counters this city heat and this 
artificial wind dies down. The conditions for 
the start of the HV were a strong head wind 
(about 35 mph with higher gusts). If the wind 
changed direction from 6 o'clock to 4 or 8 
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o'clock with a gust you went off the paper, 
which many in the first match did. So with a 
2.385 score (notice | didn’t say group) after 
my first match | lost my chance for that teen 
grand. This windy condition stayed for most 
of the day, however it did switch to a cross 
wind late morning and in order to shoot a 
group in the ten ring you had to hold off the 
paper. Sometimes shooting lousy condi- 
tions can be fun, but this wasn’t. 


MIKE FORMAN (without the “E”), of 
Jonesville, Louisiana, at the Fayette match 
on October 9th shot a 100 yard group that 
was measured at .092 in the scoring house. 
Mr. Forman (without the “E”) shot a 6PPC 
with a 40 degree shoulder (from Pete 
Callan’s old reamer), sleeved XP-100 ac- 
tion, Hart barrel, Leupold 36X scope, 28.5 
grains of GI322 with 68 grain Euber bullets, 
gunsmithed by Mikie’s. 


RON KING, of Lewiston, Idaho, at 
Issaquah, Washington on September 4th 
had a nice .166 200 yard group in the light 
varmint class. He shot a 6PPC, Wichita ac- 
tion, Hart barrel, 36X Leupold scope, 27.8 
grains of H322 with his own 70 grain flat 
base bullets and BR-4 primers, in a rifle 
smithed and stocked by himself. 


BRIAN SHOEMAKER, of Drayton, Ontario 
shot a .098 100 yard group at the Crumlin 
range, on September 17th in the heavy var- 
mint class. He shot a 6x40 PPC, CPS ac- 
tion, McLennan barrel, 36 B&L scope, 32.0 
grains of GI322 (!) with 68 grain Brawand 
bullets and Remington 7¥2 primers, in a gun 
that Vic Swindlehurst both smithed and 
stocked. 


RONALD DILL, of Tabb, Virginia shot a .199 
200 yard “official squeaker” at the IBS Na- 
tionals in the heavy varmint class. The gun 
was a 6PPC, 40XBR action, Lilja barrel, 
40X Premier scope, 28.1 grains of GI322 
with Watson 68 grain bullets and Federal 
primers. Dan Dowling was the gunsmith. 
Mr. Dill tells me that he used the new Sako 
brass, and was getting 3265 velocity with 
this load and bullet. 


LANNY ADAMS, of Southgate, Michigan 
fired a .079 100 yard heavy varmint class 
group at Reeds Run on October 15th. He 
shot a 6PPC, Stolle action, Hart barrel, 
Leupold 36X scope, 29.1 grains of GI322 
with Hottenstein 68 grain boat tail bullets 
and Remington 7¥2 primers, in a gun 
smithed by himself and stocked by Fred Sin- 
clair. 


GIL HUDSON, of Costa Mesa, California 
shot his fourth screamer this year, a .072 
figure in the unlimited, 5 shot class, at 100 
yards at Visalia, on October 16th.

In order for you to interpret the following 
data correctly some preliminary remarks 
are necessary. First and foremost, the in- 
tent of the article IS NOT to sway your opin- 
ion in favor of one manufacturer or another, 
but to graphically depict equipment trends. 
It is good to get into the habit of analyzing 
and doing a little research for yourself when 
presented with information like this. Think in 
terms of cut rifled barrels vs. buttoned bar- 
rels, flat bottom actions vs. round, alumi- 
num vs. steel, etc. Your own conclusions 
are quite often more interesting than those 
drawn by others. In other words, you know 
what you are looking for.

past three match seasons. The events | 
chose to summarize; the Super Shoot, the 
NBRSA, and IBS Nationals are considered 
to be the premier events of the benchrest 
community. They draw all the top competi- 
tors, and match results are indicative of 
state-of-the-art equipment and technique 
refinements. 

You will find in looking at the statistical 
summary sheet that the results have been 
organized to reflect yearly summaries and 
combined totals. The individual matches, 
dates, and rifle classes have also been iden- 
tified as line items, and overall three-year 
win percentages indicated as well. Each 
major manufacturer, relative to the report 
period 1986-1988, has been identified in a 
separate abbreviated heading. (See abbre- 
viation key at bottom of page.) 

A catch-all heading referred to as “other” 
was used to record those actions and bar- 
rels that did not accumulate any significant 
number of wins. The statistics found under 
the column heading “missing data” are 
those actions and barrels not specified on 
the registration forms of competitors prior 
to the publication of the match result. It is 
unfortunate that this condition exists but 
there is very little that can be done about it 
from this end. (Match registration personnel 
should insist on complete equipment disclo- 
sure before accepting a competitors regis- 
tration card and fees. Pro and con opinions 
would be most appreciated on this subject 
... drop me a line.) 

Another heading that requires explana- 
tion is “Remington.” All Remington actions

XP’s, or 40X varieties, sleeved or 
unsleeved, have been clustered together 
under one heading. It is interesting to note 
that although the custom actions have con- 
tinued to show steady progress with re- 
spect to capturing the market, the 
“accurized” Remingtons are still taking their 
share of Top Ten wins, which brings me to 
my final point. 

Although the numbers and percentages 
of Top Ten wins during the time frame of the 
study are significant, they have not been 
factored to reflect production or quantity dif- 
ferentials that exist between manufactur- 
ers. One manufacturer may be out produc- 
ing his nearest competitor by ten fold. It is 
one more variable that needs to be consid- 
ered before you can authoritatively state 
that one man’s product is better than anoth- 
er’s. 

| am certain that each one of the major 
manufacturers has a pretty good idea of 
what his market share is relative to the rest 
of the competition. Although it appears that 
some individuals are running away with it all, 
there are some “up-and-comers” doing 
rather well for themselves. If you study the 
graphs carefully, you will see some signifi- 
cant trends developing. 

It is my opinion, and many people share 
my view, that today it’s almost impossible to 
buy a bad custom action or barrel. We truly 
have entered the Golden Age of Benchrest. 
You name it, it’s available, and with a spe- 
cial emphasis on quality.

| am writing this during a slack moment on 
the graveyard shift so if my mind tends to 
wander bear with me. My 6MM Rem. has a 
standard chamber and | load for it using Bo- 
nanza dies. The cases are neck turned to 
about .012 thickness. Neck turning helps 
keep the bullet centered in the case which of 
course is important in maintaining accuracy. 
Since this is a standard chamber there is 
considerable sloppiness in the neck area. 
To help keep the case centered | size the 
neck down only to within .025 from the 
shoulder. | maintain this distance by insert- 
ing a .025 shim between the die and 
shellholder and screw the die down against 
it. When neck sizing this practice leaves a 
doughnut of chamber diameter at the 
shoulder/neck juncture. The doughnut cen- 
ters the case in the chamber. | remove the 
expander button from the sizing die and use 
the die to reduce the neck diameter enough

to hold the bullet. Some experimentation is 
in order here since if the neck is turned down 
too far the sizer die will not squeeze down 
the neck enough to hold a bullet. This meth- 
od works well for me and the old 6 still 
shoots in the 3’s after more than 3000 
rounds. 

This rifle also has a fairly long throat, ne- 
cessitating seating the bullets quite far out. 
The throat is so long that | cannot shoot the 
85 gr Speer as it is too short to allow seating 
it out to touch the rifling. This rifle is the most 
accurate with the bullets seated firmly 
against the rifling, | suspect due to the slop- 
py (standard) chamber. An unlikely benefit 
of the long throat is to give additional pow- 
der space, which allows me to use IMR 
4831 behind an 85 gr bullet with good re- 
sults. A full case of 4831 will push the bullet 
at 3620 fps out of the stainless barrel. | also 
use other accuracy measures such as mill- 
ing the primer pockets to uniform depth and 
deburring the flash hole. Cases are sorted 
according to weight after all other prepara- 
tion is done. | try to buy all my brass from the 
same lot after visually inspecting them in the 
store. So much of the brass on the shelves 
is of such poor quality it is discouraging, 
much of it having visible corrosion and off 
center flash holes. Sometimes you can see

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large variations in the neck thickness with- 
out using a mike. 

When ordering new varmint barrels | tend 
to order the slowest twist | can get away 
with. | have read that a bullet cannot be over 
stabilized by a fast twist. My thinking is that 
a fast twist exaggerates inaccuracies due 
to bullet imperfections. A bullet rotates 
around its geometric center while in the bore 
of the rifle and starts rotating around its cen- 
ter of mass once it exits. | would guess that 
this abrupt change is what sets up the yaw 
and pitch phenomenon. According to what | 
have read on the subject the yaw and pitch 
generally tends to stabilize out after a few 
yards, but | once had one that didn’t, a per- 
fect keyhole on the 100 yard target. It would 
seem to me that the initial instability of a bul- 
let leaving the muzzle would be highly detri- 
mental to accuracy, since there would be no 
guarantee that the bullet would be perfectly 
pointed at the target when it straightened it- 
self out. | am also curious whether or not a 
bullet, once stabilized, goes through peri- 
ods of instability as it loses velocity on its 
way to its final destination. It appears that it 
would also lose some rotational velocity. If 
so, remember that a slow pitch is designed 
to give the bullet initial stabilization and 
dampen out yaw and pitch due to imperfec- 
tions, assuming the yaw and pitch phenom- 
enonis due to bullet imperfections in the first 
place. If the bullet suffers instability prob- 
lems on its way to a long range target, this 
contributes to accuracy problems. | am also 
curious as to what affect bullet shape has 
on bullet stability.

Minimum Chamber Dimensions 


There have been two slight changes in 
the minimum chamber dimensions of the 6 
SM Wasp. Seely is forever trying to make 
his wildcat a better cartridge, and both of 
these changes will do just that. | suspect 
that these will be the final changes. 

The first change of the reamer is the di- 
mension at the rear of the case body. It has 
been reduced from .422” to .417”. After fire 
forming the case was developing a slight 
bulge just forward of the web area with 
some cases. Unsightly in some shooting cir- 
cles. This change makes up a very neat fin- 
ished case. 

The second change is the minimum neck 
dimension. It developed as a result of some 
makes of brass not cleaning up completely 
when case necks were turned. Rather than 
the previous .266’, we have gone down to 
.262”, which dimension has successfully 
cleaned up every brand of brass tried, re- 
gardless of caliber, race, religion, or person- 
al creed. Both of these steps appear to be 
well thought out, and fully justified. 

During a visit in Seely’s shop before 
Christmas, and after a stop in Marge’s 
kitchen for a cup of her famous coffee, we 
found several rifles being built for this wild- 
cat. Noted firearm writer Ken Waters had a 
rifle in the works for example (Editor: | ask 
you to note, dear reader, that Ken Waters is 
adjudged a “noted firearms writer”. When is 
the last time that this columnist referred to 
me as “noted firearms editor”? Do you get 
the feeling, dear reader, that some day jus- 
tice is going to be handed out with a Terrible 
Swift Sword around here?) . . .and Ken has 
been working up data for the 6 SM Wasp. 
Bob Griffin has a switch-barrel rifle cham- 
bered for this wildcat, using a new Hart bar- 
rel. While fire forming cases, and breaking in 
the new barrel (using the one-shot-and- 
clean break in procedure) Mr. Griffin found 
himself with a .149” group. The cases were 
formed from PMC 30-30 brass, with the 
heads turned for a PPC bolt face. The large 
primer brass seems to perform quite well; in 
this case Bob was using the large Federal 
primer. This particular primer is rather a cool 
number as large primers go, and I'd have to 
suspect that this is a major factor in the 
“soft” detonation. As | recall the early days, 
when the original .219 Donaldson Wasp 
was king of the hill, there was a real gentle 
primer with which to work. When that primer 
was no longer available (the Winchester 115 
primer, if you’re curious), the Wasp went 
into descent.

DAVE BRENNAN: 

Well, the 1988 BR-50 season is history. We have a southern California Champ, 

(see enclosed match results) a WORLD RECORD match aggregate, and a RECORD HI-GRID. 
BR-50 is now being shot in twenty states. Some individuals have sold their 
commando guns and purchased BR-50 rifles, a change deserving of applause! I 

just wish more participants would remember to write a short letter to you or 

me about their BR-50 experiences. The phone calls and word-of-mouth feedback 

I've received are terrific, but a few more letters printed in PS could be in- 
teresting to all concerened. For example:(I apologize, I'm forced to write 


this 'cause no one else will, probably.) 


Over the past several months a big question being asked and answered on your 
pages is, '"tHow do we get more shooters involved in BENCHREST?" 

Rimfire is being suggested as a good "introductory phase". The thinking appears 
to be that because it's alledgedly cheaper to shoot and doesn't require hand 
loading, interest will soar. I submit that interest will soar for the first 
five minutes until the "new guy"' discovers that ELEY TENEX and RWS R50 cost 
about 15¢ per shot and to make that stuff really sing you'll need a $650+ rifle, 
$100 rest set-up, $50 windflag, and $500 worth of practice. After which that 
‘new guy'? will have learned that rimfire is so much harder to shoot than center- 
fire that he'll resent being looked upon as a "Baby Benchrester™. There is 


an answer, but let's define the problem. 


It's not so much a problem of economics as it is opportunity. The majority of 
ranges have crummy benches, no moving backers, and limited space which seems 

to be perennially threatened by encroaching population, and political adversity. 
BR-50 is an answer to these difficulties. Let's face it, there's no mountain 
left to climb at 100yds in centerfire group-shooting. But Centerfire (100yd) 
BR-50 is a killer game. Ask any BR hotshot who's tried it! Also, and most 
important, %4 minute varmint rifles are competitive with your .2 minute bench 

guns because free-recoil is not effective in a game with no sighters and a 
totally different aimpoint for each shot. And the mothball is % inch. 

Requiring only 100yds (or SOyds for rimfire) BR-50 is the most intense, demanding 


benchrest shooting you've ever seen. And it doesn't need moving backers which 
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most ranges don't want to mess with. It is, however, incredibly addictive FUN! 
It is non-stifling, non-restrictive, having done away with the various class- 
ifications of equipment and competitors and the attendant paperwork. The 
firing periods were even designed to fit into the normal half hour segments 


used on most ranges. 


In short, Benchrest (the NBRSA) has it's solution packaged and sitting on it's 
doorstep. It was invented because of the exact same question, "HOW DO WE GET 
MORE SHOOTERS INVOLVED IN BENCHREST?"* It's called BR-5S0O and all they have to 
do is adopt it AS IS.

SHOOTOFFS: To determine the winner of a multi-relay 
match, the winner of each relay will compete in 
a shootoff consisting of half a game,(25 shots) 
THE TOP HALF of a TARGET-SHEET. This firing 
period will be fifteen (15) minutes. The win- 
ner's relay score, however, will be entered into 
the official records. 


FOULER/SIGHTER: The five minute warm-up period prior to the 
start of the match has been eliminated. Foul- 
ers & sighters may be fired during the actual 
match with extra ammunition but the target-sheet 
must have a red foul-line drawn across the top 
of the upper grid-number boxes to separate the 
scoring area from the sighter area. Each and 
every bullet hole below this foul-line, in excess 
of fifty bullet holes, is a 100 point penalty.
